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‘TWO ANNEKE JANS LAW-SUITS 
By H, Minot Pitman, A.B., LL.B., F.A.S.G. 


Two cases in the Chancery Court files of the New York 
County Clerk's Office in the Hall of Records contain 
genealogical data of some value concerning descendants 
of Anneke Jans and others living in New York at the close 
of the eighteenth century. It is the purpose of this 
article to make this information available to those who 
lack easy access to such files. 

These two suits in the chain of unsuccessful litiga- 
tion to prove title in the heirs of Anneke Jans to cer- 
tain real estate which in fact was owned by the Trinity 
Church Corporation, are entitled John Bogardus vs. Trin- 
ity Church et al. (File No. B-193) and Jonas Humbert et 
al. vs. Trinity Church et al. (File No. M.F.1833-H 1). 

The former case is complete in several hundred pages 
with pleadings, exhibits and testimony; the latter case 
consists of the perpetuation of testimony of many wit- 
nesses, the plaintiffs being named as Leonard Warner, 
carpenter; Jonas Humbert, baker, and his wife Petronella 
in right of said Petronella; John Colville, coroner; Pe- 
ter W. Teller; Tyler W. Lafetra, chairmaker; Elizabeth 
Parcels, widow,-all of New York City; and George Brower 
of Philadelphia. 

In the John Bogardus case the bill of complaint is 
dated December 11, 1830, and was finally dismissed in 
July, 187, after two revivals of the suit which had 
lapsed on account of the deaths of some of the complain- 
ants. The complaint, thirty-two pages in length, sets 
forth that Anneke Jans Bogardus died in 1663 survived by 
her children, Sarah Roeloff, wife of Hans Kiersted; Cath- 
erine Roeloff, wife of Johannes Van Brugh; Jannetie and 
Rachel Hartgers, children of Anneke's deceased daughter, 
Sytie Roeloff, late wife of Peter Hartgers; Jan Roeloff; 
and William, Cornelius, Jonas and Peter Bogardus. The 
son Cornelius Bogardus died intestate Oct. 13, 1707, 
leaving an eldest son, Cornelius, Jr., born January 5, 
1698, who died also intestate, November 27, 1759, sur- 
vived also by an eldest son, Cornelius, born April 26, 
1726. He too died intestate, November 23, 179), leaving 
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five children, Catherine (who, as will be seen, married 
Fredrick Anspike), Henry, James, Cornelius, and John, 
the complainant. (The father of these five children was 
known as Cornelius C. Bogardus. He married 2nd, at the 
Lutheran Church, New York City, June 23, 1776, Elizabeth 
Swartwood, widow.) A Bill of Revivor filed August 27, 
1833, states that John Bogardus died March 8, 1832, sur- 
vived by his children, Nathaniel, Catharine, Sarah, Mary 
and Cornelius Bogardus, and Elizabeth, wife of Aaron 
Sargeant (born New York City, July 18, 1789, son of 
James and Sarah Sargeant), and by Sarah and James Bogar 
dus, children of John's deceased son, Peter ( a Peter 
Bogardus married at Dutch Ref. Church, New York, May 7, 
1809, Catherine Wessels). A later Bill of Revivor sets 
forth that Sarah, daughter of John's deceased son Peter, 
married about 1847 George McKenna and died October 1 
1845, leaving a daughter Mary Elizabeth, aged 7 in 186, 
and a daughter Sarah, aged 5 in 186; also that Sarah, 
the daughter of John Bogardus, died November 13, 180. 

Many witnesses testified in this case. Among them 
were; 

Samuel Gifford, Jr., of New York, in his 68th year 
(June }, 1842). He had resided in the City since birth 
except during the Revolutionary War when he lived with 
his father's family in Schenectady, returning in 1783. 
He was at College, 1789-1793. 

Lewis C. Hammersly testified December 17, 181, that 
he was 7) years old and. had always lived in the City. 
His father was a Vestryman of the Corporation of Trinity 
Church from about 1781 to 1810 and died in 1819, nearly 
9 years of age (Andrew Hammersly was Vestryman of Trin- 
ity, 1787-1807). The deponent's father and grandmother 
were heirs of Anneke Jans. 

Peter Lorillard was in his 77th year (January, 182. 
He was a tobacconist and married at Lutheran Church, New 
York, January 15, 1789, Maria Dorothea Schultz.) 

Peter Embury was in his 76th year (January, 182) and 
had always lived in the City except from 1829 to 184) 
when he lived in Brooklyn. Ezra Weeks, master builder, 
of Columbia County, N.Y., in his 7lst year (May, 182), 
had lived in New York City 1793 to 184, when he moved 
to Columbia County. 

Adolph Loss on January 20, 182, testified that he 
would be 72 next month. He came to New York from Sax- 
ony, Germany, in 1797. He succeeded his brother, Charles 
Loss (Charles Friederick Loss) as City Surveyor. 

William a was clerk for Alexander L. Stewart 
who died March, 1838. Alexander was brother of Robert 
Stewart. 

James Bleeker of New York was 78 (June, 182), son 
of Anthony L. Bleeker, auctioneer, and brother of Garret 
N. Bleeker. 
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Benjamin VM. Brown of Mamaroneck was in his 7lst year 
(September, 183). He was son of William Brown, sexton 
of St. Paul's Church (see Greenwood Family, p. 126, for 
his ancestry). He resided in the City until 1839 and 
was Vestryman of Trinity Church, 1831-1839. 

Morgan Lewis in his 89th year (November, 18):2) was 
born in New York City and moved to Dutchess County in 
1789 or 1790. He was a lawyer and son of Francis Lewis, 
a member of the Trinity Church Vestry (and Signer of the 
Declaration of Independence). 

James Riker in his 80th year (January, 182) came to 
the City in 1783 and married shortly thereafter a daugh- 
ter of John Andrew Timmerman. 

In the case of Jonas Humbert et al. vs. Trinity 
Church, Aaron Burr was a witness before the Master of 
the Court of Chancery on April 21, 184). He testified 
that he was an executor of the will of Catherine, widow 
of Samuel Bayard. The latter was an heir of Anneke 
Jans. Burr was dissatisfied with former ejectment pro- 
ceedings brought in 1807 while Burr was in Europe, under 
a power of attorney he had given to Arthur Breese, co- 
executor and one of the heirs of Anneke Jans. Breese 
had died several years before. Burr presented exhibits, 
the first of which was entitled James Jackson ex dem 
Richard M. Malcolm et al. ‘vs. Martin Bromeling. In this 
action Blakeny testified that his step-father, George 
Higday (known also as George Higbie, a ship's carpenter; 
he married Elizabeth Smith, and in the Revolution was of 
Fordham Manor and a private in the lst Regiment of West- 
chester County Militia) took possession of the premises 
in question in 178) under William Malcolm who died Sep- 
tember 1, 1791, leaving ten children "infants or femmes 
covert.” The plaintiff produced the will of Anneke Jans 
dated January 26, 1663, naming as heirs her children (as 
set forth in the John Bogardus case above). Plaintiff 
then proved that Sarah Roeloff married Hans Kiersted and 
had eight children. She survived her husband and by her 
will devised real estate to her children. Blandina, one 
of the children, married Peter Bayard and had five chil- 
dren named Samuel, Anna Maria, Hans, Sarah and Peter. 
Blandina (Kiersted) Bayard survived her husband and de- 
vised all her real estate to her son Peter Bayard, Jr., 
and her daughter Sarah, and their children. Peter Bay- 
ard, Jr., married and had several children, of whom 
Peter was the eldest and Samuel the second son. Peter 
Bayard, Jr., and his eldest son Peter both died intes- 
tate, the son without issue. Samuel, the second son of 
Peter Bayard, Jr., after the deaths of his father and 
brother, made his will May 2), 178), leaving his estate 
to Samuel Breese, William Malcolm and Aaron Burr in 
trust for his wife for her life and then to such chil- 
dren of Samuel Breese and of William Malcolm by his wife 
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Sarah as should be living at the death of the testator's 
wife. All were dead before this action began except the 
children of Breese and Malcolm. 

John Lyman testified for the defendants that "a Mrs. 
(Susan) Broad, one of the Brower family descendants of 
Anneke Jans," was in possession of part of the land. 

Robert Bogardus stated that his father was in posses- 
sion of the premises some time after the Revolution. 

Henry, son of Cornelius Bogardus, testified. 

Among other witnesses testifying, dates not given, 
but necessarily in 1806 judging from known ages of some 
of the witnesses, were Anthony Rutgers, aged 72 (bap- 
tized Dutch Ref. Church, New York, Jan. 1, 174, son of 
Harmanus and Elizabeth (Bensen) Rutgers); Wynant Van 
Zandt, aged 76; Theophilus Anthony, aged 71 (baptized 
August 31, 1735); Garret Van Bonnel, aged 78, who came 
from Esopus to New York in 1756; William Day, aged 68; 
Jacobus Bogart, aged 72; and Hercules Mulligan, aged 66 
(born at Colerain, co. Antrim, Ireland, September 25, 
1740, son of Hugh and Sarah (Cooke) Mulligan; he died 
March , 1825). 

Elizabeth Bogardus, tailoress, aged 66 years, testi- 
fied on December 6, 1833, that she was the widow of John 
Bogardus, son of Cornelius Bogardus. After the Peace of 
1753, Cornelius Bogardus lived on Broadway at the corner 
of Schumaker Street. The witness came to New York in 
1785 as the wife of John Bogardus. In 1786 Cornelius 
Bogardus put his brother Lewis in possession of a house 
right in front of St. Johns Church. The husband of the 
witness died a year ago last March. 

Peter M'Carty (or McCartee), leather-draper, deposed 
November 21, 1833, that he had lived in New York City 
since birth and was aged 8 or 9 in 1773 or 177. 

Charles Gillard, gentleman, in his 78th year (Novem- 
ber 22, 1833), testified that he knew Bogardus and his 
two sons in 178 and 1785. He knew the Browers were 
living in the Fort near Greenwich Street. Brower told 
the witness that he, Brower, was one of the heirs of the 
property. The witness lived in the City until 1775 and 
returned in May 178). 

Thomas Griffin, cartman, (November 22, 1833), stated 
that he would be 69 years of age on July 16th next. He 
had lived in the City for 437 years. 

Fredrick Anspike, laborer, aged 72, deposed November 
25, 1833, that he knew Cornelius Bogardus in 1788. Be- 
fore then, the witness lived at Fishkill. John Bogardus 
was the father of deponent's wife, Catherine, whom he 
married in 1796. 

William Lewis, laborer, "born January 2, 1767 accord- 
ing to the record," frequently played with Harry and 
John, sons of Cornelius Bogardus. From 1791 to 179, 
Mrs. (Susan) Broad was on the property under Bogardus, 
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as was one Higbie (George Higday, see above). 

Richard Amos of New York City, gentleman, "now 73 
years and upward" (November 27, 1833), knew George Hig- 
bie very well since he was a boy, and knew Susan Broad 
since the Revolution. (Richard Amos married at Trinity 
Church, July 17, 1785, Elizabeth Ritters. ) 

Roger Strong, Esq., of New York City, aged 71 years 
and upwards (November, 1833), entered the law office of 
Aaron Burr as a student in 1790 or 1791. 

Matter in parentheses in the above notes are, except 
the dates of testimony, from sources other than the de- 
positions.

26 June 170); it seems probable that he is 
identical with Nathan Walker, ensign in a detachment 
of the English forces on the island of Ratan, command- 
ed by Major John Cauldfield, which belonged to the 
late American Regiment, commanded by Col. Gooch. This 
Nathan Walker made his will at Augusta, 25 Nov. 17hh, 
proved in the P. C. C., 15 Oct. 1746. He left his ar- 
rears of pay to his “cousin John Gardiner merchant in 
Rhode Island in New England" (i.e., Dep.-Gov. John 
Gardiner of Newport, son of Joseph of Newport and 
grandson of George and Lydia Gardiner of Newport); 
other bequests to brother officers.(P.C.C. 31) Edmunds)

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GUTTREDGE. (Page 90.) Will of Ann Guttredge (lst 
col.). Change daughter "Mercy" Westcott to daughter 
"Mary" Westcott. 

PAINE. John Paine of Newport, saddler [family omit- 
ted by Austin]. Born about 1642, died 17 May 170, "aged 
62 years" (gravestones, Common Burying Ground at New- 
port). Freeman, Newport, July 1686 (Newport Town Meet- 
ings, 1:20). 25 May 1696, Isaac Martindale of Newport 
to John Paine of Newport, saddler, 90 acres at James- 
town, bounded east on salt water, north on Capt. Thomas 
Paine, west on highway, south on John Weeden, together 
with Dyer's Island; on 30 May 1698 John Paine and wife, 
Mary, reconveyed the same to Martindale (R. I. Colony 
Deeds, 2:72, 73)- 21 Nov. 1700, he purchased of Latham 
Clarke of Newport, merchant, 40 acres in the Pettyquam- 
scot Purchase bounded south on highway and undivided 
land, north on William Gibson, survivor [?successor] to 
Jeremiah Brown of Newport, deceased; wit. by William 
Brown (son of Jeremiah) and Daniel Vernon (R. I. Colony 
Deeds, 2:11). Jan. 1701/2, John Paine made a Kingstown 
man his attorney touching these lands, ackn. 2 Jan. same 
year (North Kingstown Deeds, 1:5), and that same day John 
Paine of Newport, saddler, sold same land, “interim of 
Jeremiah Browne, late of Newport," to Samuel Brown of 
Pettyquamscott (ib. 2:195). In May 1697 Isabel Morse of 
Warwick quitclaimed land in Kingstown to John Paine (ib., 
2:129). On 5 Jan. 1702/3, John and Thomas Paine each 
received a share in Newport common lands adjoining each 
other (Newport Misc. Rec. p. 6). 

Will 15 May 170, proved June 170). House in New- 
port to wife Mary for life, remainder to son John Paine 
in fee tail, remainder to his three daughters or the 
survivors of them and their heirs. To eldest son Thomas, 
20/. To son John, 40/. To three daughters Elizabeth, 
Mary and Mercy, Oat 21. Wife Mary executrix and 
guardian of his three children, John, Elizabeth and 
Mercy, until 21. Inventory 31 May 170. (Newport Town 
Council, 1:43.) On 20 April 1715, Jonathan Turner and 
wife Elizabeth, Mercy Hazelton, widow of William of 
Kingstown, deceased, and Benjamin Peckham, with the con- 
sent of their mother, Mary Paine, all of Kingstown, sold 
a house and land in Newport, which their father John 
Paine, deceased, purchased of the freemen of Newport and 
of Thomas Weedon, to Oliver Arnold of Portsmouth, prac- 
titioner of physick (Newport Deeds, 1:105). 

Married Mary, perhaps second wife and perhaps daugh- 
ter of Jeremiah Browne of Newport (Register, 80:77); 
she was alive 20 April 1715. 

Children: 


i. Thomas (possibly by a first wife), of Newport 5 Jan. 
1701/2. Undoubtedly identical with Thomas Paine of 
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New Shoreham. Died before 27 Jan. 1766. Married be- 
fore 12 Dec. 1718, Elizabeth, widow of Timothy McCar- 
thy, mariner, of New Shoreham, and daughter of John 
and Anna (Alcock) Williams of Boston, New Shoreham and 
Newport. Married (2) in 1723, Susanna, widow of Samu- 
el Arnold, trader, of New Shoreham, and of Stamford, 
Conn., daughter of Samuel and Sarah (Rathbone) George 
of New Shoreham. 

On 18 Apr. 1717, he deposed as to the kidnaping of 
three New Shoreham men by Palgrave Williams. The will 
of his mother-in-law, Ann Guthrie, dated 12 Dec. 1718, 
gave two cows to her grandson Thomas McCarthy to re- 
main in the possession of her son Thomas Paine until 
her said grandson come of age, and bequeathed to her 
daughter Elizabeth Paine. He occurs frequently in New 
Shoreham land transactions. On 8 May 170 he is de- 
scribed as tenant by the courtesy of George land in a 
deed to Capt. Simon Ray from Silas Clapp (New Shoreham 
records, 2:26). On 31 Dec. 1747, Benjamin Potter of 
New Shoreham and wife, Margaret, sold to Thomas Paine 
their share of the land of Samuel George and recited 
that Samuel George left two daughters, Mary, wife of 
Thomas Mitchell, and Susanna, late wife of Thomas 
Paine; that said Susanna left five daughters, of whom 
Margaret was one (New Shoreham Records, 3:552). (By 
her first husband, Samuel Arnold, Susanna had Mary, 
Sarah, Elizabeth and Kebecca, as per New Shoreham Vi- 
tal Records.) On 26 March 1755, he conveyed the said 
land for love to his son, John Payne, yeoman, of New 
Shoreham (ib., 3:552). Freeman, New Shoreham, May 
1736. Taxed New Shoreham up to 176. 

Child by first wife: John, b. aoout 1718. Child by 
second wife: Margaret, 6. about 172-5; m. 13 Feb. 
1746/7, Benjamin Potter of Kingstown and New Shoreham. 

ii. John (by second wife), b. after 1683; d. without issue 
before 20 Avr. 1715. 

iii. Elizabeth (by second wife), b. after 1683; m. at South 
Kingstown, 9 June 1709, Jonathan Turner of Kingston. 
— Mary, b. 1711; Paine, b. 1713; Hannah, b. 

iv. Mercy (by second wife), b. after 1683; m. at Kingstown, 
27 Sept. 1710, William Hazelton of Kingstown, who d. 
prior to 20 Apr. 1715. Child: Jarvis, b. 11 Oct.1711. 

v. Mary (by second wife), b. after 1653; m. before 20 Apr. 
1715, Benjamin Peckham of South Kingstown. Known 
children: Peleg, b. 28 June 1723; Joseph, b. 1 Jan. 
1725/6; Pg . 23 Dec. 1728; Mary, b. 28 May 1730; 
Timothy, b. 19 July 1737. 

(See Register, ) 

By tradition, the New Shoreham Paines were related to 
Capt. Thomas Paine of Jamestown, the privateer, who came 
from Jamaica to Newport in 1689 and married Mercy, daupgh- 
ter of Gov. Caleb Carr of Newport; but proof of this is 
lacking. 
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PECKHAM. John (p. 147, col. 1) married first, Mary, 
baptized at Westhorpe, co. Suffolk, 26 July 1607, daugh- 
ter of Thomas and Rose (Kerrich) Clarke of Westhorpe 
(cf. Register, 75:279). (Add in col. 2) Mary, married 
Tobias Saunders of Newport and Westerly. (See Saunders. ) 

SAUNDERS. Tobias (p. 173, col. 1) married, not Mary 
Clarke but Mary daughter of John and Mary (Clarke) Peck- 
ham. Mrs. Andrew Wallace of Cranston, R. I., furnishes 
new evidence on this marriage, supplied by Miss Peckham, 
daughter of the author of the Peckham Genealogy. Mr. 
Austin points out that Mary Clarke, the first wife of 
John Peckham, who died prior to 30 May 1651, may have 
been a sister of Dr. John and Joseph Clarke. This is 
now proved to have been so. 

Tobias and Mary Saunders had a daughter Susanna who 
married, as his second wife, prior to 1712, Peter Bar- 
ker, son of James and Barbara (Dungan) Barker. (Austin, 
pp. 14, 173.) John Peckham had a son James who died s. 
p- 26 Feb. 1711/12. On 25 Dec. 1712, a power of attor- 
ney was given by his heirs to Philip and William Peck- 
ham and John Taylor to sell the realty of the said James 
on behalf of the heirs, among whom appear Peter Barker 
and his wife Susanna. (Austin, p. inB. ) Elizabeth Bab- 
cock, wife of James Babcock of Westerly, with her hus- 
band, appointed her brother-in-law, Peter Barker of New- 
port, to "receive in charge, all legacies which may fall 
to them of that estate which their honored uncle James 
Peckham left at his death.” On 19 May 1712, Edward, 
John, Stephen and Benjamin Saunders, all of Westerly, 
{sons of Tobias and Mary, cf. Austin, p. 173], appointed 
their "brother-in-law, Peter Barker of Newport, to 
transact business for them and their sister Elizabeth. 
(Bristol County Deeds, 8:70.) From the foregoing it 
would appear that Mary, wife of Tobias Saunders, was the 
daughter of John Peckham by Mary sister of Dr. John and 
Joseph Clarke, rather than a daughter of Joseph. 

(Col. 2) Add Elizabeth, married prior to 1712, James 
Babcock of Westerly. 

WILLIAMS (omitted by Austin). John Williams, merch- 
ant, of Boston, New Shoreham and Newport, son of the Bos- 
ton merchent and selectman, Nathaniel Williams. Baptized 
at Boston, 18 Aug. 16) "aged 4 days.” Died at Newport, 
R. I., 1687. Married 1670, marriage contract dated 25 
Jan. 1669/70, Anne, daughter of Dr. John and Sarah (Pal- 
grave) Alcock of Roxbury, Mass. She married second, 5 
June 1689, as his second wife, Robert Guthery of New 
Shoreham, and died 1723. Her will, 12 Dec. 1716, proved 
27 June 1723 (cf. Austin, p. 90). In her will she names 
grandsons Palgrave and John Williams, Robert Sands, and 
Joseph and Thomas McCarthy. 

John Williams was executor, 21 Oct. 167, of the will 
of Hugh Williams, merchant, of Boston and New Shoreham. 
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Attorney for Capt. John Williams, felt-maker, of Barnaby 
Street, London, brother of Hugh Williams of Boston, felt- 
maker, for the sale of his New Shoreham lands, and was 
living at New Shoreham, 16 Apr. 1666 (R. I. Colonial 
Deeds). Received Dr. John Alcock's New Shoreham lands 
and part of the latter's lands on the Assobet River, 
Stow, Mass. Deputy for New Shoreham, May, 1679. Pur- 
chased of Nathaniel Dickens, 20 acres in Newport, 10 May 
1679. On 3 Dec. 1679, John Williams of Boston, merchant, 
attorney to Capt. John Williams of Barnaby St., Camber- 
well, London, sold land at New Shoreham to Tormut Rose 
and William Tosh (New Shoreham Deeds). Freeman of New- 
port, 2% July 168%. Deputy from Newport, 1 Oct. 168). 
Fay the petition against the Rhode Island charter, 
1686, and the same year was Attorney General of Rhode 
Island. 

Will 18 Apr. 1687, proved 25 Oct. 1687. Devised lands 
at New Shoreham, Boston, Stow, and Newport. Devised 
lands to Mr. Hiscox's Baptist congregation at Newport. 
Named wife and children, Nathaniel, Palgrave, Anna, Mary, 
Elizabeth, Arabella, and unborn child. Executor for his 
son Nathaniel, until he come of age, Robert Guthery. 
Overseers, brother, Mr. Nathaniel Williams of Boston, 
and Mr. Thomas Ward of Newport (Suffolk County, Mass., 
Probate, 10:335). 

Children: 


i. Nathaniel, b. at Boston, 11 Nov. 1672. Inherited lands 
at Boston and New Shoreham. On 10 Nov. 1788, John 
Whitman Williams, late of Newport, mariner, sold his 
right in Fort Island, New Shoreham, which John Wil- 
liams of Boston and wife Anna left to their son Nath- 
aniel Williams, to whom John Williams of Newport, fa- 
ther of the said John Whitman Williams, was heir (New 
Shoreham Deeds). 

ii. Palgrave. Freeman of Newport, 31 Jan. 170. Went to 
the Spanish Main and became a pirate. Quartermaster 
of the pirate, Bellamy. On 18 Apr. 1717, he came to 
New Shoreham and kidnaped three men, George Mitchell, 
William Tosh and Dr. James Sweet (Livermore's History 
of Block Island, pp. 85-86). He escaped Bellamy's 
Shipwreck at Wellfleet and later conducted a supply 
base for pirates in the Bahamas. On 5 Oct. 17h1, 
Elizabeth Williams, mother of Paul (Palgrave) Williams, 
desired that Stephen Hookey of Newport be made guard- 
ian to the children of Paul (Palgrave) Williams “who 
is gone and left his children, to wit Paulgrave and 
John Williams" (Newport Town Council Records). 

Note: In 1760 Palgrave Williams of Jamaica, peruke 
maker, aged 56 years, who was born at Newport, R. I., 
deposed regarding John de Courcy, lord Kingsale, who 
was born at Newport, son of Miles or Michael de Cour- 
cy, mariner, of Newport, and Abigail Williams of New- 
port, his wife. This Palgrave was undoubtedly the 
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son of Palgrave Williams the pirate and is evidently 
the "Paul" Williams who in 1741 had left his children, 
Palgrave and John, at Newnort. Abigail wife of Miles 
or Michael de Courcy of Newport was probably another 
child of Palgrave the pirate (cf. New Complete Peer- 
age, 7:290-291 and notes).

This is undoubtedly correct—Mr. Austin apparently mis- 
read the New Shoreham entry of his marriage as "Manox- 
on." Miss Wilson stated that by his first wife, he had 
issue, nine daughters: Mary, me a Robinson of New London 
[Edward of New London, merchant]; Anna, m. (1) a Ray and 
(2) William Mumford [Nathaniel Ray of New Shoreham and 
Lieut. William Mumford of South Kingston]; Alice, m. a 
Shaw; Sarah, m. (1) a Banning [Mr. Austin read the name 
in Jeremiah's will as Fanning] and (2) a Gould, she had 
no issue; Elizabeth, m. Dr. [Rev.] Joseph Torrey. The 
remaining four daughters, among whom evidently was Ju- 
dith, died without issue. Jeremiah married second, a 
widow, Mary Gutridge, whose maiden name apparently was 
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Smith. She hed by her first husband a daughter who mar- 

ried a Woodbridge of Groton, Conn. Jeremiah had by his 

second wife, five sons and two daughters: Samuel; Jere- 

miah; John; James; George; Mary, m. (1) Robert Pollock, 
John Wills; and Alice, m. Zephiniah Brow. 

Of these, Samuel married a Case and had four sons and 
a daughter; Jeremiah married a widow Dye [quaere, Dyer] 
and had three sons and a daughter; John married Hannah 
Hazard and had three sons; and James married Jane, daugh- 
ter of Capt. John Rouse of the parish of St. Pierre Port, 
Guernsey, and Newport, R. I., and had two daughters, Jane 
and Mary. 

(Much data regarding this family will be found in the 
account written by Jane Wilson (died at Newport, R. I., 
23 Aug. 183) aged 84% years), daughter of the above James 
and Jane (Rouse) Wilson; cf. Register, 69:%480-382.)

‘WILLIAM WETHERILL OF BUCKS COUNTY, PENN. 
By Walter Lee Sheppard, Jr., M.S., of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 


William Wetherill was born in Bucks County, Pennsyl- 
vania, probably nesr Bristol, on 24 April 1762. There 
he married on 13 July 178, at the Southampton Baptist 
Church, Rebecca Sackett, daughter of Joseph and Sarah 
(Vansant) Sackett, born 6 June 1760. The ceremony was 
performed by the Rev. William Van Horne. The Wetherills 
lived near Wrightstown, where Rebecca died on 1 Jan. 
1802. William married, 19 April 180%, for his second 
wife, Hannah Phillips, who was born 22 Sept. 1777- He 
died 10 or 18 Feb. 1843, and "Hannah Wetherill" died 10 
May 1867. 

William apparently was ordained as a Baptist minister 
without charge, and acted as fill-in to communities &#av- 
ing no regular pastor or to substitute for ministers ill 
or vacationing. In many records he is referred to as 
"reverend." He left a very comprehensive will, dated 12 
Oct. 1842, probated ) March 1843, naming all his surviv- 
ing children. Item 6, for example, reads: "I give and 
bequeath to my daughter Clare Lee the two notes I hold 
against her husband Reuben Lee." 

The following list of children is made up from his 
will and from three family records, two in the posses-~- 
sion of Mr. H. W. Wetherill, and one in the possession 
of the writer.

Christopher Whetherill lived at Sherburne, co. York, 
England. He became a Quaker and married (York Quarterly 
Meeting Records) 7 April 1672, Mary Hornby, who was then 
living in York (Tadcaster), but from Hull. She died in 
England about 1680. 

Christopher came to America about 1682 or 1683. On 
2 Aug. 1683, the Burlington, N.J., Monthly Meeting re- 
corded the addition of "Christopher Whetherill, late of 
Sherburne, co. of York, widower, and children, from the 
Monthly Meeting of York." On 9 Feb. 1687, he proposed 
marriage with Mary Fothergill of Neshamina, Bucks Co., 
Penn., and the marriage took place on 2 April of that 
year. She died soon after, and he married third, (sec- 
ond intentions, 10 Nov. 1690), Elizabeth Pope, widow of 
Joseph. She also died soon, for on 20 Feb. 1693 Chris- 
topher Whetherill offered to court the account of the 
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estate of Joseph Pope “as made up by his widow Elizabeth 
who afterwards became the wife of Christopher Whetherill 
and is now dead." He married fourth, (second intentions 
1 Oct. 1705), Mary Whitton. Records show a Mary Whitton 
born to Christopher Whitton of Bramham, York, England. 

Christopher followed the trade of tailor, but he had 
large dealings in lands as well. Revel's Book of Sur- 
veys shows much work done for him, and when he died, he 
left considerable property. He was an important man in 
Burlington, serving as High Sheriff in 1700, and as a 
member of the Proprietary Council in 1706 and 1707. He 
died at Burlington, 25 Mar. 1711, leaving a will dictat- 
ed to Isaac Decow from his death-bed, dated the day of 
his death and proved on 6 April of that year. Children, 
all by his first wife and born in England:

John Whetherill was born at Sherburne, York, England, 
3 May 1677. He came to America with his father and set- 
tled first at Burlington, where he learned the trade of 
tanner. He was a hot-headed fellow and seems to have 
been often embroiled in controversies, as witness the 
following extracts from the Middletown (Bucks Co., Pa.) 
Monthly Meeting records. 

"3rd month 7th day 1702. John Whetherill of Burling- 
ton having married Sara Boradell daughter of Arthur Bore- 
dell makes complaint to this meeting how he has got lit- 
tle of what belongs to his now wife from her father's 
estate and against Grace Langhorn for taking too much 
for her maintenance in her minority, therefore this meet- 
ing" appoints a committee to hear and determine the mat- 
ter, "the parties having both promised to stand by ye 
awards and make report to ye next monthly meeting." 

The matter was reported, but not the decision, at the 
meeting of month, day, 1702. However, it seems that 
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the decision was not to John's liking: 

"7 month 7 day 1702 Whereas John Whetherill of Bur- 
lington did openly in our quarterly meeting accuse this 
meeting with making false records, it is the judgment of 
this meeting that (if he be a member of the Burlington 
Meeting) he is worthy to be dealt with for his so doing 
and in order thereto Thomas Stephenson and John Cowgill 
are ordered to inquire whether he be or no, and if he is 
to lay it before that meeting as a complaint in the be- 
half of this meeting." 

There is no record of a punishment, but there are 
further reports on the complaint, indicating that it had 
been duly entered. 

On 11 March 170), we find his bond as guardian for 
Mary Gladwin, daughter of Thomas Gladwin of Burlington 
who died in the winter of 169-5. She is called an "in- 
fant of 19 years." He was released from his guardian- 
ship the following August, however, as we find a receipt 
Signed by Mary and her recently acquired husband, John 
Carlisle, for Mary's property. 

Most of John's life was lived at Burlington, where we 
find his name frequently in the records. He witnessed 
the will of Henry Peeps there on ); May 1718, and the 
marriage of his sister Phebe Scattergood's daughter 
Elizabeth to Joseph Allison on 20 April 1721. When he 
moved to Mannington, Salem County, we do not know, but 
he witnessed the will of John Young there on 10 Feb. 
1728. His own death occurred that same year, and we 
find the bond of Clement Hall, 19 Nov., as chief credi- 
tor of the estate, to act as executor and administrator, 
his widow, Anne, having refused to act. 

John married first, (intentions, 4% June 1700), Sarah 
Boradaill, daughter of Arthur of Bucks County, Pa., and 
second, about 1715, to Anne, who survived him. Due to 
the almost continuous uproar of his relationship with 
the Quakers, the Monthly Meeting records, usually so 
complete in births, marriages and deaths, contain but 
fragmentary statistics of his family. When his first 
wife died, when he married his second wife, and who the 
latter was, are all unknown; nor is it certain that the 
following list includes all his children.

1716. He lived a while at Bordentown, N. J., a few 
miles up the Delaware from Burlington, where he married 
by license, 2 Nov. 1748, Rebecca Haines of Bucks County, 
Pa. Previously, on Oct. 172, he had witnessed the 
will of William Thorn of Nottingham, Burlington County. 

The very fact of his marriage being by New Jersey li- 
cense shows that he had deserted the Quaker faith, and 
we next find him in Bristol, Bucks County, Pa.—about 
1779 according to the Manuscript. His known children

"ZACHEUS BOSWORTH, OF BOSTON, HUSBANDMAN 
By Robert H. Montgomery, A.B., LL.B., of Cambridge, Mass. 


Zacheus Bosworth came with Winthrop's fleet in 1630 
from Stowe IX Churches, County Northants. He was one of 
the signers of the original covenant of the First Church 
of Boston dated at Charlestown, Aug. 27, 1630. He be- 
came a freeman on May 25, 1636, was disarmed for signing 
the Wheelwright petition in 1637, repented the signing, 
was appointed poundkeeper on July 29, 16), mortgaged 
his property in 1648, joined the Ancient and Honorables 
in 1650, sold land in 1651 and in 1652, made a will in 
1655 and died the same year. On March 21, 1636, it is 
recorded that Zachie Bosworth was one who had not built 
upon his house allotment. On August 12 of the same year 
he is included as one of the "richer inhabitants" who 
gave toward the maintenance of a free schoolmaster for 
the youth. He gave four shillings. [Banks, Planters of 
the Commonwealth, 1930, p. 67; Winsor, Memorial History — 
of Boston, 1:566; Suffolk Deeds and Probate; Boston Rec- 
ords; Roberts, History Ancient & Honorable Artillery 
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Company; Winthrop Papers, Mass. Hist. Soc., 5th Series, 
1: 

I infer that he came without wife or child to America 
because there is no mention of them in the record of his 
arrival, nor is a wife included among those who signed 
the covenant at Charlestown. His first child recorded 
in Boston was baptized August 26, 1638, pointing perhaps 
to a marriage in 1636 or 1637. 

The only description I have found of Bosworth is that 
of husbandman and that in one deed only (that of John 
Morse et ux. to John Everett alias Webb, abstracted be- 
low). This occupation may, however, be inferred from 
his inventory which included, in addition to his house 
and barn and five acres of land, oxen, a mare, cart, 
plough, harrow, a cow and a pig. There is an account 
recorded by Aspinwall showing that in 1648 he did at 
least one job of carting. [Aspinwall Notarial Records, 
p. 11; see also Lechford, pp. 145.] 

The spelling of his first name is various in the ex- 
treme. We find Zacheus (the spelling preferred by the 
Parker House for its tablet), Zaccheus, Zachariah, Zach- 
arias, Zackye, Zazcheus, Zachie, Zache, Sacheas. 

Although a member of the First Church, Zacheus ap- 
pears to have had his lighter moments. In 163 he and 
William Chadbourne, senior, John Low, Robert Butcher, 
William Affeild, John Woodward and Ambrose Leach were 
fined 10 s. apiece for drinking too much. [Records of 
the Court of Assistants. ]} 

In the Book of Possessions, Bosworth is credited with 
Zour parcels, three in Boston and a lot of 51 acres at 
Braintree, the last bounded, among other bounds, by 
Rocky Common and Monotaquit River. This Braintree par- 
cel was not mentioned in Bosworth's inventory nor have I 
found any record of a deed from him or his estate. 

The first parcel in Boston is his house and garden 
lot bounded with the street on the West and on the North, 
Richard Fairebankes South and John Synderland East. The 
street on the West is the present Tremont Street, then 
called the street or highway to the training ground, and 
later, Common Street. The street on the North is School 
Street (School House Lane). The parcel is easily iden- 
tified as one about ) rods wide (66 or 67 feet) lying 
between School and Bromfield Streets (the latter was once 
called Rawson's Lane) along Tremont, comprising part of 
the site of the Parker House and part or all of the site 
of Tremont Temple. The present Bosworth Street, named 
in comparatively modern times, 1883, runs through it. 
The history of part of this first parcel is interesting- 
ly told by James W. Spring in his Boston and the Parker 


House, Boston, 1927, privately printed. JZacheus Bos- 
worth's name appears with others on a bronze tablet at 
the School Street door of the Parker House. The deal- 
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ings of the Bosworth family with this parcel are of gene- 
alogical interest and will be noticed below. 

The second parcel in Boston mentioned in the Book of 
Possessions as belonging to Bosworth is two acres in the 
New Field (Beacon Hill) bounded with the Common on the 
South, and the third is a lot of one and one-half acres 
also in the New Field, bounded with several named per- 
sons. There is a statement in the Book to the effect 
that Zacheus Bosworth granted to Thomas Millard an acre 
in "Centry field" by deed dated Oct. 10, 1651. This 
acre in Centry field was the State House lot. At Bos- 
worth's death, his possessions on Beacon Hill consisted 
of frontage on what is now Beacon Street, then the Com- 
mon, running from the State House lot to Joy Street, and 
five acres between the present Mt. Vernon and Myrtle 
Streets. The dealings of the family with these are also 
of genealogical interest and have been noted below. 

It is believed that Bosworth had other land in Boston 
in the North End near the intersection of Salem and 
Cross Streets. (Winsor, Memorial History of Boston, 2: 
6; see a deed of Samuel Bosworth, Suffolk Deeds, 5:95, 
which may be this land.]

Inventory of Samuel Bosworth, "lately deceased," dated December, 
1680, total £33-17-06 (no land at all). Appraised by Elisha Odlin, 
Joseph Davies. Mercy Bosworth admitted administratrix of estate of 
her late husband Samuel Bosworth, made oath Dec. 10, 1680. The 
Court apportioned the estate: Mercy to enjoy it all, she paying 
her eldest son 40 s. and the other children 20 s. apiece when they 
respectively come of age. (12:362.)

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Double portion to my son John. Rest equally among the other chil- 
dren. Daughter Elizabeth Morse to care of Mr. Nathanael Williams 
and his wife and he to take care of her share till she is of age or 
married. My five youngest children's share to be managed by my 
said wife until my sons attain the age of 21 and my daughters the 
age of 18 or married. My two other daughters' share in executors 
until 18 or married. Executors: Nathanael Williams, Benjamin Thur- 
ston. Overseers: Deacon Peter Brackett and John Hayward, Scrivener. 
Witnesses: Peter Brackett, Jacob Elliott, John Hayward, Scr. Inven- 
tory, March 2, 1678,.4603-10-6. (6:232-3; 12:20h.) 


SUFFOLK DEEDS 


1660, March 29. John Morse of Boston, Tayler, and Elizabeth his 
wife, daughter to the late Zazcheas Bosworth of Boston, Husbandman, 
with the advice and consent of Anne, the relict and executrix of 
the said Zacheas Bosworth, her mother, granted to John Everett, ali- 
as Webb. The deed contains a recital that whereas the said Zach 
Bozworth in his will bearing date 23rd of July 1655, amongst the 
legacies did bequeath to Elizabetn, his daughter, two acres of land 
with a mare or else the barn with a piece of ground. The deed then 
proceeds to convey all that barn and piece of ground in Boston, fac- 
ing the Common 50 feet more or less on the West, 8 feet more or 
less on Thomas Clark on the East, 67 feet more or less on William 
Pollard on the South, and also 67 feet more or less on land of the 
late Zacheas Bosworth on the North. (l:llla.) A memorandum of this 
conveyance, undated, will be found in 3:528. 

1668, Feb. 25. Ann Cooper, relict of Zacheus Bozworth, now wife 
of Thomas Cooper of Rehoba, to Samuel Bosworth her son, one-half 
interest in the lot bounded: Thomas Clarke, S.E., John Moss, S.W., 
Streets, N.E. and N.W. (6:61.) 

1669, July 6. Samuel Bosworth of Boston, Shopkeeper, and Mercy 
his wife, to John Moss, taylor, land with dwelling house, Thomas 
Clarke, S.E. where it is depth in from the Street or front called 
the School House lane or street 85 f. (sic) more or less, John Moss, 
S.W. 64 more or less, Street to the Common, N.W. 6 more or less 
and by the School house Street N.E. 66 more or less, (6:292.) 

1672, Aug. 5. John Morss of Boston (no occupation named) and 
Elizabeth his wife, to Arthur Mason of Boston, the dwelling house, 
&c. bounded by street facing the old Burial place, E. 67$ f., Lieu- 
tenant Thomas Clarke S.E. 57 feet, Robert Orchard, formerly the 
land of said Morse, 66 f., street or highway that leadeth up to the 
Common or Trainfield 67 feet.  (8:91.) 

(This of course is the Parker House lot. The bound on Robert 
Orchard indicates that John Morse had sold his lot named as a bound 
in the deed of July 6, 1669, supra, to Robert Orchard. Orchard 
conveyed by a description that Fits the lot on Nov. 2, 170k, to 
William Clark; see 22:50. An interesting article about Orchard by 
Walter Kendall Watkins appears in Bostonian Society Publications, 
4:77 et seq. When Arthur Mason sold the last described parcel Mar. 
17, 1672/3, to Robert Harwood, he described it as bought and re- 
ceived from John Morse of Boston, shopkeeper; see 8:93. This is an 
important description because it helps identify John Morse who had 
oy mead been known as a tailor as the "shopkeeper" who died in 
1678, 
1661, June 7. John Mors, Taylor, and Elizabeth his wife, to 
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Richard Knight and his brother-in-law John Wing, 2 A. in Sentry

(Here, as "The Gleaner" has pointed out, is the origin of Joy 
Street—a way for Samuel to get his cattle to the Common. This 
parcel ran from the State House lot to Joy Street and was later oc- 
cupied by John Hancock who built his great mansion here. ) 

1665, Oct. 16. Samuel Bosworth to Richard Cooke, 24 A. more or 
less as the fence standeth, Humphrey Davie, W., Thomas Buttolph Sr. 
and Joshua Scottow, N., widow Turner and Thomas Miller, E,, Knight, 
highway and Miller, S, (43 320.) 

(This was the Cooke pasture, of which "The Gleaner" has so much 
to say. Previously, as appears from the recital in Humphrie Davie's 
mortgage of Dec. 1), 1683 (13:71), Samuel had conveyed the other 
half of his 5-acre inheritance to Humphrey Davie, mentioned as a 
bound above. On this lot stood Humphrey Davie's orchard, planted, 
the Gleaner believed, by Blackstone, and to it ran Davie's lane 
from Beacon Street across the State House lot. See Allen Chamber- 


lain, Beacon Hill, Boston, 1925, passim. ) 

1698, April 30. Jeremiah Dusstead ot Boston, Joyner, son of 
Thomas Bumstead, late of Boston, Pewterer, dec'd, Ambrose Dawes of 
Boston, Bricklayer, and Mary his wife, John Roleston of Boston, 
Joyner, and Mercy his wife, daughters of the said Thomas Bumstead, 
deceased, conveyed to Alexander Sherrer of Boston, Cooper, and 
Richard Greene of Boston, Cordwainer, all the interest of the es- 
tate of Thomas Bumstead in a parcel located, it seems, on Washing- 
ton Street between Court and Cornhill (present names), (18:149.)

(The property sold by the last-mentioned deed can be identified 
as that deeded by Henry Tailer of Boston, Chirurgeon, and Mary his 
wife, to John Morse, Shopkeeper, by deed dated Sept. 25, 1671; see 
7:23. The location appears to be the present 177-179 Washington 
Street (part of the Ames Building) near the corner of Court Street, 
between Court Street and the present Cornhill. The chain of title 
to Morse is Valentine Hill (Book of Possessions); Robert Turner, 
Shoemaker, by deed from Hill, 1 (10) 1644 (Idem, p. 135); Thomas 
Roberts, by deed of Turner, 30 (4) 1651 (1:190); Henry Tailer, above 
named, by deed of Moses Mavericke of Marblehead and Bunice in the 
right of his wife, widow of Thomas Roberts, and her children, nam- 
ing them, Mar. 6, 1666 (7:232). The title can readily be traced to 
the present, and must be one of the few that is supported by record 
ed deeds back to the Book of Possessions. ) 

1695, April . John Eustus of Boston, yeoman, conveyed to Jo- 
seph Bullard, Jr., of Medfield, 27 acres in Dedham formerly granted 
to Joseph Ellice upon his Natick Dividend account and for Jo: Morses 
500 acre Dividend account abutting upon Medfield bound line, etc.;

From the foregoing and from Boston Records, the fol- 
lowing has been compiled. 


Zacheus! Bosworth, in Boston 1630, married probably 
1696 or 1637, Anne [surname unknown); he died July 28, 
1655.

ii. Elizabeth, b. July 2h, 1640, bapt. First Church, July

son of Robert, bapt. in Boston, 2:12:1649, First 
Church. John Morse died, as appears above, in 1678.

20, 1688, the date of the deed to Adams. His death, 
was before the deed of Apr. 4, 1695. No record of 
children by Button.

v. Sarah, bapt. “aged about 3 days" July 27, 1645; d. same 
month, 
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After the death of Zacheus Bosworth, his widow married 
Oct. 17, 1656, Thomas Cooper, a well-known citizen and 
deacon of Rehoboth. There was a large family of Bos- 
worths in Rehoboth, but the relationship, if there was 
one, has not been traced by me. Anne, wife of Deacon 
Cooper, was buried Feb. 1, 1680/1. Deacon Thomas Cooper 
was buried March 17, 1690. [Vital Record of Rehoboth, 
pp. 53, 817; American Genealogist, 13:151.] 


Samuel? Bosworth (Zacheusl), baptized as above, March 
12, 1643, married Mercy, baptized Jan. 20, 1649/50, 
daughter of Thomas Bumstead (see Ferris, Dawes-Gates An- 
cestral Lines, Vol. 1 (193), The Bumstead Family) of 
Boston.

First Church, Aug. 25, 1672, aS "Zac- 
cheus of our sister Bosworth." No further record. 

iii. Mercy, bapt. First Church, Nov. 31, 1673. No further 
record. 

iv. Mary, "of sister Bosworth," bapt. First Church, June 13, 
1675. There is a record of a marriage in Boston, 
Sept. 6, 1727, between Jeremiah Wheelwright of Boston 
and Mary Bosworth of Boston. It seems unlikely, 
though not impossible, that this is the same person. 

v. Joseph, b. July 22, 1677. A Joseph Bosworth and Mary 
Evans were married in Boston, Aug. 11, 1715, and a son 
Joseph, of Joseph and Mary, was born Dec. 11, 1716. 
This may be our family. 

vi. Jeremiah, b. May 13, 1679. A Jeremiah Bosworth and Su- 
sanna Field were married in Dorchester, Avr. 5, 1727. 


After the death of Samuel@ Bosworth, his widow, Mercy, 
married John Rowliston. A John Roulstone was in the Men- 
don garrison in 1675 [Bodge, p. 363].

ii. Thomas, b. July 26, 1686 (presumably named for Thomas

21, 1690. 

iv. Mary, b. Sept. 29, 1690, bapt. First Church, Oct. 5, 
1690, as Mary Rolleston. 


Samuel Bosworth was only twelve when his father died. 
Shortly after he came of age, he began to dispose of his 
inheritance and was landless by 1669 and at his death in 
1680 (see above for his inventory and administration). 
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In 1671 he was witness to a deed (Suffolk Deeds, 6:523). 
In 167, he is listed as a tax-payer. In April, 1677, we 
find that Widdow Franke was granted a license to keep a 
common house and sell beer and wine by retail “provided 
that Samuel Bosworth keep the house or some other care- 
ful & sufficient man." In April, 1678, Clement Grosse 
was to sell beer and cider provided that Samuel Bosworth 
draw the beer. In April, 1679, the Widow Franke is to 
sell beer and cider if Samuel Bosworth keep her house, 
but in April, 1680, Samuel himself is licensed to sell 
beer and cider, and in April, 1681, the Widow Bosworth 
is to keep a house for public entertainment. [Boston 
Records.] On Nov. 11, 1678, Samuel took the oath of al- 
legiance. 

The Bosworth name appears infrequently in Boston af- 
ter 1700. In fact there is only one Bosworth birth re- 
corded in Boston in the whole Se century, that 
of Joseph, perhaps son of Joseph? above. A Mr. Bosworth 
and Eliz{abeth] Maynard were married Aug. +f 1745 [Dia- 
ry of Rev. William Horner, Register, 8:50 


"EDWARD RICHARDS OF DEDHAM, MASS. 
By Robert I, Farrington, Esq., of New York, N.Y. ” 


The Rev. Abner Morse attempted by drawing on his im- 
agination to explain, on page 106 of his Richards Gene- 
alogy, why Edwardl Richards of Dedham, Mass., jn his s0- 
called will left to his younger son, Nathaniel‘, a lar- 
ger share of his estate, including all of Edward's home- 
stead, than he left to his elder son, John@, ending with 
the statement: “John had enough and Nathaniel none too 
much,” a statement which was quoted with approval in the 
Genealogy of James Francis Richards (Arthur W. and Ben- 
jamin Richards, 3d, 1942). However, such approval was 
not unnatural, since the branch traced in that genealogy 
comes from Edward! through Nathanielé. 

Probably Mr. Morse when compiling his book (published 
in 1861) had never heard even a rumor that the sons-in- 
law of Edward Richards brought an action to have his 
will set aside; and if he had heard of it, it is doubt- 
ful if the papers in that case would then have been a- 
vailable to him, though they have been available to any 
interested person since 1899 or earlier. Had Mr. Morse 
been able to examine that file, in all probability he 
would have omitted the explanation quoted above. 

Edwardl Richards died at Dedham "25-6-8)" (25 August 
168). His so-called will was allowed 25 Sept. 168), 
and his sons, John and Nathaniel Richards, were confirm- 
ed as executors and granted administration. John "Her- 
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see" (Hersey) and Nathanell Bullard filed in the Suffolk 
County Court an undated petition in which they said they 
had married daughters of Edward Richards and know by the 
will their wives were "exceedingly wronged in that the 
Honored Court yet did never understand the truth in that 
cause, because we never had nor did obtein a time in 
which we could prepare to speake to our just cause we 
were suddenly surprized by our Bretheren and at that 
time wee could Say nothing legally, but plead for a time 
to be heard whereby wee might have oppertunity to pro- 
duce our testimony,” etc. At the October 1685 term of 
the court, it was ordered that all persons concerned be 
summoned for Tuesday, the 8th inst.; both parties ap- 
peared that day, declared they were not prepared, and, 
by agreement, the case was deferred to Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 3d; the case was heard that day and on Nov. 12, 1685. 

The file in this case contains the answer of John and 
Nathaniel Richards, twelve depositions (ten being the 
testimony or depositions for Hersey and Bullard, and two 
for the Richards brothers), and certain receipts. It is 
not the intention of the writer to go into the details 
of a family row; consequently, there will be considered 
only three of,the depositions, the answer of the Rich- 
ards brothers, and the receipts: the answer and one de- 
position for the genealogical information they contain, 
and two depositions and the receipts because they may 
partially explain why the contestants (Hersey and Bull- 
ard) lost their case. For the Suffolk County Court de- 
clared on Nov. 12, 1685,-"they saw no reason to revoake 
or alter their former Order in allowing said will." 
Hersey and Bullard appealed to the Court of Assistants, 
which decided in 1685: "The Bench declared they Con- 
firmed the forme? Judgment of the County Court in Bos- 
ton,” and gave the defendants (Richards brothers) costs 
of £3:1:10.* Neither court gave any reason for its de- 
cision. 

Mr. Richards' will provided for his daughters and 
sons-in-law as follows: "I give to my son Bullard five 
pound to be paid in Country pay as an addition to what 
he hath had already. And to my daughter Mary Bullard 
in case he leave her a widow more fifteen pounds to be 
paid three pound P yeare. I give to my son hearsey For- 
ty pound to be paid in Country pay to be added to that 
which I gave him before."® 

The two depositions that follow were sworn to Nov. 
12, 1685, and probably were the testimony each deponent 
gave that day in open court. 


*The printed Records of the Court of Assistants of the Colony of 
the Massachusetts Bay, 1630-1692, 1:291, refer to the probated will 
as that "of Richards." That may account for its not being 
identified before 1901 as the will of Edward Richards of Dedham. 
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Thomas Aldredg (Aldrich), aged 40 years or thereabout. 
Said he was at Edward Richards' house on November 20, 
168, and saw Nathaniel Bullard receive household goods 
to value of 198 64 of John and Nathaniel Richards, exec- 
utors, as a part of his legacy, and Bullard told him he 
had received two Steers and other estate on account of a 
legacy to his wife, Mary Bullard, and that she said that 
when they had received the whole legacy they would give 
an acquittance or discharge to the executors. 

Asahel Smith, aged 0 years or thereabouts. Said he 
had been desired by John Richards to appraize cattell 
given to John Hersey by Edward Richards' will and heard 
Hersey say he had received of John and Nathaniel Rich- 
ards £8 in money and would give them a receipt or dis- 
charge such as Bullard had given them. 

There are three receipts given to John and Nathaniel 
Richards as executors: 

(1) One dated November 28, 168), signed by Nathaniel 
and (by mark) Mary Bullard for £8 in household goods, 
their share in that part of Edward Richards' estate he 
left to his wife, Susanna Richards, then deceased, same 
being a full discharge for their share in such estate. 

(2) A like receipt, but dated June 26, 1685, given by 
John Hersee of Hingham, on account of his wife Sarah 
Hersee. 

(3) A receipt signed by John Hersee of Hingham, for a 
Cow and two heifers valued at £8:15:0, in part of the 
portion due his wife Sarah Hersee, of her father's es- 
tate. 

These receipts confirm, at least in part, the testi- 
mony given by Aldrich and Smith. Besides, they mention 
shares in Mrs. Susanna Richards' estate, although they 
were called in the receipts shares "in that part of the 
Estate, which by our Father Edward Richards deceased in_ 
Dedham was given to our mother Susanna Richards deceas- 
ed.” Mr. Richards' will said his wife was to have (dur- 
ing her life) the use of "the end of my dwelling house 
wherein I now live & the cellar"; that she was to be 
paid by his executors £l2 per year, and that she was to 
have "Forty pounds in household stuffe as She shall 
chuse to be at her own dispose." Susanna Richards died 
at Dedham, 9 Sept. 168), fifteen days after her husband's 
death. As she was living when her husband died, her 
children, as her heirs, could, if the will were allowed, 
claim hosehold furnishings of the valus of £40. But if 
the action brought by Hersey and Bullard resulted in the 
disallowance of the will and in the treatment of the es- 
tate of Mr. Richards as that of an intestate, Susanna's 
share of the estate would have been one-third of her 
husband's personal estate. No inventory of Mr. Rich- 
ards' estate was filed, hence one cannot state what a 
third of his personal estete would have amounted to; but 
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it is probable that the value of his livestock, farming 
implements and "indoor moveables" would have exceeded 
£40. Susanna Richards left no will and no formal action 
was taken on her estate. John and Nathaniel Richards 
seem to have taken the matter into their own hands. It 
was the practice at that time to divide the personal es- 
tate of an intestate among his children equally, except 
that the eldest son was entitled to a double portion, 
that is, to two shares. Mrs. Richards left four chil- 
dren: on the usual basis, her estate would be divided 
into five shares, and each daughter would be entitled 
to a single share, £8. 

Quite likely, neither Hersey nor Bullard realized, 
when accepting £8 as his wife's share in her mother's 
estate, that he was then accepting the provisions of 
Edward Richards' will. And they did the same thing when 
they accepted cattle or furnishings as payments on ac- 
count of the bequests made to them in the will. The 
will reads, "there shalbe no division of the Estate till 
after my wifeS decease and it is my will that my Execu- 
torS shall have four yeares time after my wife® decease 
to pay the Legacies above expressed.” Yet in less than 
three months after Mrs. Richards' death, the executors 
made payments on account (if not the full amounts) of 
legacies left to them in Mr. Richards' will. It seems 
evident that Hersey and Bullard were lacking in legal 
knowledge and advice, or they would have declined to 
accept any payments from the executors of the will. Un- 
doubtedly, the two courts which tried the case took this 
aspect of the matter into consideration before reaching 
their decisions, for no court will look with favor ona 
person who is trying to have a will set aside while at 
the same time accepting payments on a bequest made to 
him in that will. 

Morse says that Susan (or Susanna) Hunting, wife of 
Edward Richards, "was doubtless the sister of Elder John 
Hunting," but fails to present his evidence. In 1888 
T. D. Huntting published a genealogy, The Huntin or 
Huntting Family in America, and the July 1892 number of 
the Dedham Historical Register (3:123-5) carried an ar- 
ticle by him, "John Hunting and his Descendants." Susan 
(Susanna) Hunting was not mentioned in either the gene- 
alogy or the article, but in the latter Mr. Huntting 
demolished Morse's romance about Susan Hunting and Ed- 
ward Richards in Watertown. For he says nothing about 
the Huntings being in Watertown, but on the contrary 
states that Elder Hunting went from Boston to Dedham 
almost immediately after landing in Boston. However, 
proof that Susanna (Hunting) Richards was a sister of 
Elder John Hunting is supplied in one of the depositions 
filed in the Richards will case: 

Esther Fisher, aged 54, said—She visited her uncle 
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Edward Richards about three weeks before his death and 
in course of conversation her uncle told her he had done 
something about a will but had not finished it. She 
again visited her uncle three days before his death “and 
he was in a grievous distract? frame." 

Probably Mrs. Fisher did not testify in court. Her 
deposition is not dated and she said in it: because "of 
the badness of the weather and my own weakness and in- 
ability of body I am not able to come down to y® Court. 
But I do before John Hearsy and William Dean and Mehit- 
abel Dean declare that whenever I am called to give my 
oath in this case I will freely do it as witness my 
hand.® 

Esther (Hester) Fisher was the daughter of Elder John 
and Esther (Seaborn) Hunting, born in England about 1631 
and married at Dedham, 26 of the 10th™ 16,9, Nathaniel 
Fisher (Anthony©, Anthonyl of Dorchester, see P. A. 
Fisher, Fisher Genealogy, 1898, pp. 23, 27). Nathaniel 
Fisher in his will made in 1660 appointed his father- 
in-law,# Elder John Hunting, one of his executors. Es- 
ther Fisher called Edward Richards her uncle because he 
had married her aunt who was a sister of her father. 

in 1910, T. D. Huntting published Descendants of 


referred for additional information regarding Susanna 
Hunting and the Hunting family. 

The following is quoted from the answer of John and 
Nathaniel Richards to the complaint of John Hersey and 
Nathaniel Bullard: “His daughters in their young time 
desired & with their parents free consent lived out at 
service &...both married at_about 18 yeares of age..., 
but wee both John & Nathanll Richards seeing our ffather 
so destitute of help, willingly wth great care & Labour 
lived wth our ffather & carried on his whole buisness 
till we were each of us about 430 yeares of age before 
we married." 

Edward and Susanna (Hunting) Richards had two daugh- 
ters who married (they had also a daughter Dorcas, born 
at Dedham, 2) Sept. 1644, died 12 Oct. 168), namely: 


i. Mary, b. Degham, 29 Sept. 1639; m. there 15 Dec. 1658, 
Nathaniel¢ Bullard (William+ of Dedham and Charles- 
town), who d. Dedham, 1 May 1705; Mary d. Dedham, 
Feb. 1722/3, aged 83. (Mary was thus actually over 
19 years 2 months old at parriags.) 

ii. Sary (Sarah), b. Dedham, 25 May 1651; there is no record 


#The Fisher Genealogy, in error, called Elder John Hunting bro- 
ther-in-Iaw of el Fisher. Mr. Fisher's will reads—"my very 
loving & much esteemed father in law Elder John Hunting" etc. 


Abraham Huntting, the sixth in line from | Huntting 
the first of the name in America, to which readers are 
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of her marriage in Dedham Town or Church records. The 
History of Hingham, Mass. (by Lincoln, 1893), 2:298-9, 
contains a Hersey_genealogy which states: 

"John2 (Williaml), bt. in Hing. Aug. 9, 1640: m. at 
Dedham (sic), May 16, 1669, Sarah . She d. Jan. 
17, 173172, aet. 82 yrs. He d.. Aug. 7, 1726 aet. 86 
yrs." (Sarah was thus seven days less than 16 years 
old at marriage.) The several bits of evidence given 
in this article prove that the wife of John@ Hersey of 
Hingham, Mass., was Sarah Richards, dau. of Edward and 
Susanna (Hunting) Richards of Dedham, Mass, 


Any reader who desires to examine the records in the 
action brought by Hersey and Bullard to set uside Edward 
Richards! will should go to the old records room of the 
Supreme Judicial Court of Suffolk County in the recent 
annex to the Suffolk County Court House in Boston, Mass., 
and ack for File No. 2370. 

In his account on page 107 of his Richards Genealogy, 
of John¢© Richards, born at Dedham 1 July i161, son of 
Edwardl and Susanna (Hunting) Richards, Rev. Abner Morse 
says John married first, Mary Colburn, who died 17 Dec. 
1685, "and probably 24 Mary » who, March 1), 16884, 
was appointed to administer on his estate" etc. This 
statement is quite correct, but Mr. Morse was not able 
to learn the maiden name and parentage of the second 
wife and, as far as the present writer knows, those data 
have never been published. The reason for this may be 
that she left no descendants and no one was particularly 
interested in her. Her only child by John@ Richards, a 
son Samuel, born at Dedham 450 Jan. 1687/8, died there 
6 May 1706, when eighteen genes of age. 

The second wife of John< Richards, whom he married 
probably 1686 or 1687, was Mary Fuller, born at Dedham 
1 March 1653, daughter of Robertl Fuller and his second 
wife Sarah. The Genealogy of some descendants of Robert 
Fuller of Dorchester and Dedham (W. H. Fuller, i91]), p. 
27, says: "That not much had been learned about Robert] 
Fuller." Pope says Robert was in Dorchester, Mass., in 
1640. His first wife was Anne . After the birth 
of their first child, they removed to Dedham where 
(probably) Anne died  (5™) 16,6. Mr. Fuller married 
second, Sareh - Both of them were admitted to the 
First Church, Dedham, 19 Jan. 16)8/9, Robert having been 
dismissed from the church in Dorchester and Sarah from 
the Church in Roxbury. Hence she was probably daughter 
or widow of an early Roxbury settler, and her marriage 
to Mr. Fuller must have occurred late in 166 or early 
in 167. 

According to the records of Dorchester and Dedham, 
Robert Fuller had the following children by his first 
wife Anne: 
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i. Jonathan, b. Dorchester, 15 Aug. 1613. 
ii. Benoni, b. Dedham, 16 June 1663 d. 5 Sept. 1646. His 
birth was probably the cause of his mother's death. 


Children by second wife, Sarah, all born at Dedham: 


fii. Sarah, b. 21 Sept. 167; m. about 1671 (no record found), 
Edmund Ranger of Boston, called variously Stationer, 
Book Seller, Book Binder. Information regarding hin, 
perhaps not all of it entirely correct, will be found 
in Early Boston Booksellers, 162-1711, by George 
Emery Littlefield, 1900, p. 87. Sarah d. probably 
shortly after the birth of her second child, as Ranger 
is said to have m. (2) Anne Mayo (her surname has not 
been proved) and to have had by her a child, Anne, in 
1676. Ranger m. (3) about 1680, Mary Gatlive, b. at 
Braintree, "13 (12) 1655," dau. of Thomas and Prudence 
Gatlive, and d. after 1) Aug. 1705, when he and Mary 
acknowledged a mortgage they had given, and before the 
first Tuesday in Jan. 1705/6, when a quit-claim deed 
he had executed 22 Apr. 1703 but had not acknowledged, 
was proved in court. 

The printed Vital Records of Wrentham, Mass., list 
the death of Edmond Ranger, Nov. 1705. Edmund and 
Mary (Gatlive) Ranger had a son Stephen, b. Bristol, 
Mass., 2); Mar, 1681/2. A Stephen Ranger was one of 
the witnesses to the mortgage dated 1); Aug. 1705, 
above noted. A Stephen Ranger m. at Wrentham, 23 Dec. 
1713, Hannah Fairbanks, and a Stephen Raynger d. at 
Wrentham, 7 Sept. 175i. It is probable that Stephen 
Ranger of Wrentham was the son born to Edmund and Mary 
in Bristol, and that Edmund d. at Wrentham while vis- 
iting his son. 

Savage says Edmund Raynger was one of the witnesses 
to Gov. Bellingham's will, 25 Nov. 1672, and was of 
Bristol in 1685. The births of three children were 
recorded to Edmund and Mary Ranger in Bristol, 1681- 
1687. The witnesses to Gov. Bellingham's will were 
Augustine Lyndon, William Killcup, and Edmund Raynger. 
Evidently Edmund Ranger was acquainted with William 
Killcup, as Edmund and his second wife, Anne, mort- 
gaged to Killcup 17 Aug. 1678 some real estate on 
Blott's lane, Boston; this mortgage was released on 
the margin of the record, 1 July 1680. Consequently, 
it is likely that the witness Edmund Raynger was this 
Edmund Ranger. 

By Sarah (Fuller), Edmund Ranger had two children: 

1. Prudence, b. Boston, 5 Nov. 1672; m. Boston, 
30 Dec. 1717, probably as his second wife, 
Ezekiel Cleasby, and d. between 8 Feb.1731/2 
(date of her will) and 27 Mar. 1732 (date it 
was proved). 

2. John, b. Boston, 16 Apr. 1674; probably m. 
(int. Boston, 9 Oct. 1695), Elizabeth Wyllis, 
as John and his wife Elizabeth mortgaged 2 
Jan. 1715 their share in Mary Browne's lot 
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in Dedham, referred to hereinafter. His wid- 
ow Elizabeth Ranger was appointed administra- 
trix of his estate, 2) Mar. 1717 (1717/18). 
John Ranger was buried 13 Feb. 1717/18, ac- 
cording to the record of deaths in Boston 
that was compiled from "Old Sexton's Bills." 
iv. John, b. 26 Nov. 169; he may have been the man of that 
name who d. Dedham, 8 Nov. 1678. Not mentioned in his 
father's will. 
v. Patience, b. 22 Feb. 1651/2; bapt. that day; no further 
record found. Not mentioned in her father's will. 
vi. Mary, b. 1 Mar. 1653; m. about 1686-7, John? Richards. 


Sarah Fuller, Robert's second wife, died at Dedham 
2 June 1686, and Robert Fuller died there 1) Dec. 1688, 
having made his will during that year. It was proved 28 
April 1690. In it he left to his grandchildren, John 
Ranger and Prudence Ranger, £8 and £10 respectively, to 
be paid each of them at the age of 21 years. The bal- 
ance of the net estate was to be divided, two-thirds to 
his son Jonathan, who was named sole executor, and one- 
third to his daughter Mary Richards. What the latter 
received from her father's estate is not known, the pro- 
bate regord being incomplete. 

John© Richards died at Dedham, 21 Dec. 1688, intes- 
tate; as already quoted from the Richards Genealogy,his 
widow, Mary Richards, was appointed, wn Mar. 1 7% ad- 
ministratrix of his estate, which inventoried £327:1l:2. 
Mary's thirds of her late husband's real estate were set 
off to her in a report that was approved by the Probate 
Court 23 March 1692/3. 

Mary (Fuller) Richards married second, at Dedham, 30 
Sept. 1695, Boaz Browne of Stow, Mass. The Richards 
Genealogy says Mr. Browne married Mary? Richards, the 
daughter of John@ and Mary (Colburn) Richards, but that 
is only one of Rev. Mr. Morse's many errors. Mary 
Browne's own will, to be mentioned, taken in conjunction 
with the will of Robert1 Fuller, proves which Mary Rich- 
ards became the wife of Boaz Browne. Proof will be of- 
fered later of the marriages of Mary? Richards—none of 
them to a Browne. And proof of the marriage of the wid- 
ow Mary Richards to Boaz Browne is afforded in a contem- 
porary record which seems worth quoting. 

The record of a meeting of the Selectmen of Dedham 
held "July the 7, 1696" mentions the following agree- 
ment. “Whereas there have been a diffirance between the 
Town of Dedham & Amos Fisher refering to a way [road] to 
the Church medow throw Said Amos Fishers land at the 
place Commonly called Six acres: This Day the Selectmen 
—with Amos Fisher afore said being repaired to the 
Church medow to Confer about and Settle a way to Said 
medow throw the afore Said Amos Fishers land. The prem- 
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ises being discoursed and Considered and all things 
waied for a Full and finall Settlement and Iseue of the 
matter in Contrivera—It is mutually agreeed and Con- 
cluded upon by the Select men and Amos Fisher aforesaid 
that the way to Saied medow be an open way one rode and 
anc an halfe wide layed out in the end of Said Amos 
Fishers Vpland Next to the land that was formerly Edward 
Richards from the way that leads to the medowes of John 
Gay and Mary Browne the Relict of John Richards Decesed 
till it Comes to the Said Amoses Medow that was his Fa- 
thers" etc. The agreement bears Amos Fisher's autograph 
Signature. The present writer has underlined the impor- 
tant passage. 

While Mary Browne had had a number of tracts of land 
set off to her as her thirds of John Richards' real es- 
tate, that was only a life interest. Apparently she 
wished to own some land in her own right, for she bought 
(probably with her husband's consent) from Samuel Everit 
of Dedham, Husbandman, and Mary his wife by a deed dated 
28 March 1696, a twelve-acre tract of orcharding and 
pasture land on East street, Dedham. In that deed she 
was called "Mary Browne, Senr."® 

Mary (Fuller) (Richards) Browne died at Dedham, 12 
Sept. 1715, having executed her will 1 July 1706. Boaz 
Browne wrote a letter, 28 March 1716, to the Suffolk 
County Court, in which he seid he was aged, was that day 
removing from Dedham to Concord to live [he married at 
Concord, 10 Sept. 1716, Abigail Wheat, who survived him, 
and he died there 7 Apr. 172), in his 83rd year (grave- 
stone)]; so not in Capacity to wait on the court and re- 
questing that his wife Mary's will, made by her with his 
consent, be allowed. It states it was made by Mary 
Browne of Dedham at present wife unto Boaz Browne of 
said Town....aged about 53 years [which checks with her 
birth record, 1 March 1653] and was made with the full 
consent of him the said Boaz Browne. The tract of land 
she had bought of Samuel Everit was described and was 
left: two-thirds to her loving Couzen Prudence Ranger of 
Boston and one-third to Couzin John Ranger brother to 
Prudence. John and Prudence Ranger were named as exec- 
utors. The witnesses were Joseph Fairbanks (brother of 
Benjamin Fairbanks), Thomas Brown, and Joseph Fairbanks, 
junr. The Fuller vital records and Robert! Fuller's 
will, hereinbefore cited, prove that John and Prudence 
Ranger were Mary Browne's nephew and niece, being the 
children of her sister, Sarah (Fuller) Ranger; and at 
that date it wes usual to call nephews and nieces by 
the general term of "cousin."

ll. Sara“Brouwer (daughter of Adam Brouwer Berchoven 
and Magdalena Jacobs Verdon), “van Gowanus and residing 
there," married at Brooklyn, July 13, 168) (Brkl. 55; 
Fl.Fr. int. June 28, p. 22; NYDR June 28, WDC), Theunis 
Jansz van Vlissingen. It is not certain whether Vlis- 
singen—}Ilushing, Netherlands, or Flushing, L. I., is 
meant. Married (2nd) int. Sept. 23, 1692, (Fl. Fr.:49), 
Thomas Smit, yom-, “both residing in Brkl." Married 
(4rd) Thomes Knight. 

Thomas Knight was mentioned in the census roll of 
Brooklyn of 1698 with a family of 1 man, 1 woman and 1 
child. He bought on May 7, 1695, of Jurian Hendrickse 
Bries, for £42, a house and lot on the main road in the 
village of Brooklyn, not far from the church in the vi- 
cinity of the junction of the present Hoyt and Fulton 
Streets. (Conv. Lib. 2, p.- 57-) He kept a tavern there. 
A Thomas Knight appears on the list of soldiers engaged 
in the expedition against Canada in 1689 (Doc. Hist. of 
New York, 2:21). A later Thomas Knight of Cornwall, 
Orange Co., N.Y., left a will dated Jan. 19, 1771,proved 
Mey 2, 1771 (N. Y. Wills, 7:428). 

Child by third husband: 


i. Elizabeth? Knight, bp. Dutch Ref. Church, New York, May 
23, 1705 (BDC:308), parents Thomas Nyts, Sara Brouwers; 
sp. Jacob Swaan, Christina Elson. 


12. Abreham© Brouwer (son of Adam Brouwer Berchoven 
and Magdalena Jacobs Verdon), baptized at Brooklyn, May 
18, 1662; sponsor, Neeltje Jans. Married Feb. 6, 1692, 
Cornelia Colyer, daughter of Jurian Colyer and probably 
Lysbeth his first wife (American Genealogist, 20:97 ff.). 
Her sister Jannetje Colyer married Abraham's brother 
Nicholas. Abraham and his wife stood sponsor for a 
child of Joris Hom [Holmes] and Annetje Colyer (BDC:235) 
and for a child of the couple Abraham Vredenburgh and 
Dorothea Colyer (BDC:382). 

Abraham Brouwer married (2nd) in 1747, Elisabeth 
Britten, for on April lc, 1737, an antenuptial agree- 
ment was made between Abraham Brouwer, widower, and 
Elisabeth Britten of Richmond Co., N. Y. (Brkl. Rec. 5:95, 
138, 141; 6:343). In that same year, on Sept. 3, 1737, 
Abraham Brouwer disposed of some of his holdings by sell 
ing to two of his sons, Abraham, Jr., and Jury, for 
£300 from each, his grist mill and his “old land" at Red 
Hook. In 1723 there is mention in Richmond County of

the corner of Abraham Brouwer's land which was formerly 
Danjell Shotwell's. 

As will be told in more detail under Nicholas Brouwer, 
Abraham was associated with Nicholas in the operation of 
their father's old grist mill at Gowanus. He took the 
oath of allegiance as of Breukelen and as a "native" on 
Oct. 13, 1684. He was listed as of Bushwick in the 1698 
Census of Kings County with 1 male, 1 female, and 2 chil- 
dren. Abraham Brouwer from Kings County was a volunteer 
for the expedition to Canada (Annual Rep. State Hist. 
1896346). 

Possibly referring to him is the record that Abraham 
Brouwer sold May 5, 1734, his 135-acre farm to Peter 
Hagewaut, although it may refer to Abraham the son of 
Peter Brouwer (No. 2, ii). The farm was located at Gran- 
iteville. (Bailey, Pre-Revolutionary Houses.) 

Children of Abraham Brouwer and Cornelia Colyer: 


i. Elizabeth? Brouwer, bapt. Dutch Ref. Church, New York, 
June 19, 1695 (BDC:228); the father's name is given as 
Abraham Berckoven (see remarks under Adam, Sr.). She 
m. Jacob Bennett. Still mentioned as a sponsor, 1758 
(BDC). _Five children bapt. Staten Island.* 

ii. Magdalena? Brouwer (dau. of Abraham 12), bapt. Brooklyn, 
Mar. 21, 1697; sp.Nicklaes Brouwer, Jannetje Brouwer 
(Brkl. 171); m. (1) as Helena Brouwer, a common vari- 
ant of Magdalena, Dutch Ref. Church, New York, Apr.20, 
1717 (MDC:127) Jan Frederic Reyn (Rhyn). Jan Vrerik- 
reyn (sic) and Helena Reyn act as sponsors in 1723 for 
a child of Abraham Vredenburg and Dorothea Kolyer (BDC: 
41); also for a child of her sister Jannetje (vi) in 
1730 (BDC:499). The fact that one of their children 
was bapt. at New Utrecht seems to indicate that Jan 
Frederic Reyn (Rhyn) was a relative (perhaps a son) of 
Jan Janszen van Rheyn (Frederic does not have the pat- 
ronymic ending) mentioned on a proprietors' list of . 
New Utrecht in 1675. His name is also given as Verryn. 
He owned as early as 1661 a farm of 75 acres lying on 
the south side of the road from New Utrecht to Graves- 
end which was long held by his descendants (Col. Ms. 
p. 665). In 172) Magdalena Brouwer and her husband 
Jan Blok act as sponsors for a child of Marietje Brou- 
wer (iii below); I cannot place this couple, the only 
instance of their appearance upon the records, and Jan

Cornelia Brouwer (dau. of Adolph), b. 1790, m. Richard Bennet 2 
of Bushwick. 

Cornelius Bennet, y.m. from Brkl., m. Flatbush, 1757, Maria 
Brouwer, j.d. from Brkl. (possibly dau. of Jeremias Brouwer 
and Elizabeth Hilton). 

Lawrence Brouwer m. Flatbush, 1795, Caty Bennet. 

Jacob Bennet m. Jacoba Brouwer, b. "Sink Sink," 1793. 

George Brouwer m. Hannah Bennet; chn. 1796-1!'01 N.Y. and Brkl. 
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Reyn may be meant. Helena Brouwer Reyn m. (2) John 
Turner (Tournor), for at the baptism of her grandson 
Jan Ryn Dirkson (son of Helena Reyn and David Dirkson) 
in 1749 (BDC), she acted as sponsor as "Helena Brouwer 
wid. of John Tournor. Three children are known of Jan 
Reyn and Helena Brouwer: one child, Helena Reyn, bapt. 
New Utrecht 1722, and Cornelia and Jan indicated from 
acting as sponsors (BDC) in 1737, 1739 and 17h9. 

iii. Marytje> Brouwer (dau. of Abraham 12), bapt. Brooklyn, 
Mar. 12, 1699; sp. Cornelia Caljer, Margrietie Pieters 
(Brkl.:174); m. Dutch Ref. Church, New York, July h— 
Aug. 14, 1718 (MDC:129), Henry Lion alias Hendrick 
Leeuw (van Leeuwen). She is mentioned as his widow in 
1732 (BDC). She m. (2) Jacob van Giessen, who d. bef. 
Oct. 16, 1743, when she is called his widow (BDC:10h, 
see also 120). It must be an error, therefore, when 
she appears again in 1749 as van Giessen's wife (BDC: 
150); in 1757 she is again called his widow (BDC:218). 
The baptisms of two children, Johannes van Lewen and 
Hendrick van Leeuw, were recorded in 1726 and 172 
(BDC); but from the sponsors who appear (BDC) in 1743 
and 1746 it follows that there were at least two more 
sons, Abraham Leeuw and Jurrie Leeuw (Law). 

iv. Abraham? Brouwer (son of Abraham 12), bapt. Brooklyn, 
Dec. 15, 1706; sp. Jan Hendrikse, Magdaleentje Blauw 
(Brkl. 183); m. Sara Kimber (KCo. and BDC:173). He 
is listed in the Brooklyn census of 1738 witha family 
consisting of 2 males over 10, 1 female, and 2 males 
under 10. Abraham Brower of Brookland, Gowanus, sold 
9:3:1737, for 4300, to Abraham, Jr., miller, the grist- 
mill called "New Mill" in Brooklyn, also his old land, 
etc.; wit.: Saml. Gerritsen, Jr., S. Gerritsen, (Brkl. 
Deeds, 5:10.) 

The will of Abraham Brouwer (NYHS, Wills, 5:96), 
dated Sept. 29, 1755, proved Feb. 26, 1756, mentions 
his two sons, Abraham Brouwer and Jury Brouwer, the 
latter under age, his wife Sara, and his daughters, 
Cornelia, Helena, Jannetie, Elisabeth, and Sara; exec- 
utors, his brother Jury Brouwer, and Abraham, oldest 
Son of brother Jury. Wit.: William Brouwer, Simon 
Boerum, and Jacob Bennet. 

A dau. Maria, not named in will, but bapt. New U- 
trecht 1731, must have d. young. The baptism of only 
one other child has been found, that of Abraham, 1739, 
at New Utrecht; he m. xombout, 1757, Maria Losier, and 
had a dau. Elisabeth bapt. NYDR (see Record, 1943, p. 
67). The second son, Jury, m. probably Maria Tideman 
(Tileman). Of the daughters, Helena is undoubtedly to 
be identified with Alehnah Brouwer who m. Rombout 1758 
Thomas Palmer. Sara is said to have m. William Els- 
worth (Col. Fam. of America, 10:24), but the Sara who 
married Elsworth is really the daughter of Jeury Brou- 
wer (v below) and not of Abraham. 

v. Jeury3 Brouwer (son of Abraham 12), d. prior to Nov. 18, 
1785; m. (1) Dutch Ref. Church, New York, Jan. 15, 
1726 (int. Nov. 9, 1725) (MDC:lhi), Elizabeth Hilton, 
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undoubtedly the dau. of his uncle and aunt, William 
Hilton and Anna Brouwer (see under No, 15). Jeury and 
his wife were sponsors at the baptism of a child of 
Jeury's sister in 1742 (BDC). He m. (2) Geertje Still- 
well, mentioned in the will as Geertje, whose English 
name was Charity (Charity being considered apparently 
the equivalent of the Dutch Geertje), on Oct. 2h, 17h7 
(Frost record). Jurye Brouwer is listed in the 1738 
census of Brooklyn with a family of 1 male over 10, 2 
females over 10, 2 males and 2 females under 10. He 
was an elder of the Brooklyn church in 17,9. 

Abraham Brouwer of Brooklyn, Gowanus, miller, veo- 
man, conveyed 9: 3:1737, for £300, to his son Jurian 
Brouwer, miller, a grist mill in Brookland at Gowanus 
and the hindmost part of all his land in said tom, 
etc. Wit.: Saml. Gerritsen, Jr., S. Gerritsen. 
(Brooklyn Deeds, 5:138.) On Aug. 2h, 1751 (twenty- 
first year of the reign of George II), Isaac Sebring 
and Catharina his wife made an agreement to dig a 
ditch from Gowanus Bay to the East River, under cer- 
tain restrictions, with, among others, Jury Brower and 
Abraham Brower of Gowanus; wit.: William Brower. 

Jurrey Brouwer, miller, of Gowanus, conveyed 3:29: 
1760 to Abraham Brouwer of Gowanus, son of Jerry, and 
William Brouwer, son of Jerry, for £300, a piece of 
land in Brooklyn bounded E, and S. by road or King's 
highway that leads from Flatbush to Ferry, N. by Jaco- 
bus Degraw, N.W. by said Jurry Brouwer and Jacob Van- 
derhoven, W. by Jacob Du Be Voise, containing 22 acres. 
Signed Jerri Brouwer. Wit.: Jeremias Remsen, Jacob

His original will in Liber 36, p. 228, abstract in 
NYHS, Wills, 13:172-3. "In the name of God Amen, The 
eighteenth day of Sent. 1754, I Jeury Brower of Gowa- 
nus in the township of Brookland, Kings County, miller, 
being very sick and weak in body. All my funeral char- 
ges to be paid. I leave my whole estate in the town- 
ship of Brookland to my three sons, Abraham, William 
and Adolph in equal shares; but my son Abraham to have 
£5 for his birthright, before any division is made. 

My three sons to pay my just debts and satisfy lega- 
cies hereafter given unto my well beloved wife and the 
rest of my children. Should my sons neglect or refuse 
to pay above mentioned debts and legacies, then my 
whole estate shall be sold at public vendue; the pro- 
ceeds divided amongst all my children and my well-be- 
loved wife Geertje in equal shares. Unto my wife all 
her goods she brought to my estate; also one of my 
negro girls named Bet, or Bettie; likewise £200 and 
one of my rooms in my house while my widow. Unto my 
son Jeury £200. Unto my daughter Maria, on her marri- 
age day £30; six years after my decease £50. Unto my 
daughter Cornelia £30 and £70 at above terms. Unto my 
daughter Annetie, wife of Henry Taylor, £70 payable in 
six years after my decease. Unto my daughters Jannet- 
ie, Elizabeth, Lena and Sara on their respective mar- 
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riage days, £30; six years after my decease, £70. Un- 
to my wife Gertie, one of my milk cows; my three sons 
first named to keep said cow for my wife. I make my 
three sons Abraham, William and Adolph executors. Wit- 
nesses: Jacob Bennet, Jere Bennet of Kings Co., weaver, 
Simon Boerum." Proved Feb, 4, 178. 

Charity Brower, now of Precinct of Goshen, Orange 
Co., widow of Jeremiah Brower late of Kings Co., will 
May 9, 1787, proved March 8, 1790 (Wills, Kings Co., 1: 
59-61). To Charity Tedenum, black velvet cloak.* To 
sister Mary Sicles and Elizabeth Whitney wife of Aby- 
jah Whitney of Orange Co., all wearing apparel.+ To 
William Elsworth, Jeremiah Elsworth and said Elisabeth 
Whitney and Charity Tedenum, certain moneys due from 
said late husband's grandson Theophilus Brower of New 
York City, merchant. Executor, William Elsworth. Wit- 
nesses: John Hathorn, Eliz. Hathorn, Sibil Willing. 


*Charity (Geertje) Tedenum mentioned in the will of Charity Brou- 
wer is undoubtedly the Charity (Geertruid) Brouwer who m. at Luth, 
Church, Loonenburg (Athens, N.Y.), in 1782, Abraham Tiede(r)man; and 
they had a dau. Cornelia bapt. NYDR 1793. Her relationship to the 
testatrix is not evident. However, it would seem quite possible 
that she was a dau. of Jeury Brouwer and Charity Stillwell, named 
for her mother. She could have been born after Jeury made his will 
in 175i, since she did not marry until 1782; and when the will was 
made (it was not proved until 1785) Jeury and Charity had been mar- 
ried only seven years, An unplaced Tiedeman-Brouwer marriage is 
that of Jacob Tiede(r)man and Catharina Brouwer, who were sponsors 
in 1756 (BDC). 

+Abyjah Whitney m. Warwick, Orange Co., N. Y., 1777, Elisabeth 
Elsworth (1761-1829). She was the dau. of William Elsworth, Jr., 
and Sara Brouwer, the latter a dau. of the testatrix. 


A few data with regard to the children of Jeury 
Brouwer will indicate how to continue this branch of 
the family. Abraham, the oldest son according to the 
will, d. at Gravesend, Mar. 10, 1797. He had m. when 
only 19 years old, at Flatbush in 175, Barbara Stell- 
ingwerf, and m, (2) at New York, in 1758, Mary Els- 
worth. His will dated Feb. 13, 1797 and proved Apr. 2h, 
1797, mentions his five daus. A son Jacob, bapt. NYDR 
1750 is not mentioned in the will and probably d. before 
its execution. 

The second son, William, m. Meclitia (Mattya) van 
Duyn (N. Y. Lic. Supplement) in 1752. He removed to 
Rumbout Precinct, made his will Sept. 4, 1782, proved 
Dec. 16, 1783, in which he mentions his children, This 
family is to be found in Fishkill, New Hamburgh, Wap- 
pinger Creek, and New Hackensack. 

The third son, Adolph, m. at Fishkill, 1777, Aeltje 
Hulst (Holst). He was of Brooklyn at his death and 
made a will June 13, 1825, proved Sept. 11, 1827 (Kings 
Co. Wills, 3:206). His wife's parentage is shown in 
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Record (1879, p. 159). 

eeury, Jr. (Jeremiah), the next son, d. at Hacken- 
sack, Apr. 28, 1776. He m. (1) at New York, 1750, Jane 
Elsworth (see her father's will, NYHS, Wills, 6:23, in 
which her children are mentioned), Jeury m. (2) at New 
York, 1757, Elisabeth van de Water. He removed to New 
York and later to New Barbados. His will is dated Apr. 
8, 1776, and proved May 16, 1776. Of his eleven chil- 
dren, all bapt. NYDR, he mentioned only three by name, 
the others not being of age. 

Of the seven daus. of Jeury, Sr., mentioned in his 
will, three are known to have married: Marie m. Flat- 
bush, 1757, Cornelius Bennet; Annatie m. Henry Taylor; 
Sara m. William Elsworth, Jr.* 

AK Brooklyn Conveyance (6:30) dated Nov. 18, 1785, 
not previously published, helps to establish this 
branch of the family. Conveyance between Adolphus 
Brouwer of Brookland, Kings Co., yeoman, one of the 
sons of Jeremiah Brower of same place, yeoman, de- 
ceased, and his wife Aeltie, and Abraham Brower, Jere- 
miah Brower and Antie his wife, William Brower and 
Mattya Brower, widow of William Brower deceased; And 
the said Mattya Brower and William Brower, Garrett 
Brower and Abraham Hoagland, executors of the will of 
William Brower formerly of Brooklyn and afterwards of 
Rumbout Precinct, Dutchess Co., yeoman, now deceased: 
Above parties agree to divide real estate of Jeremiah 
Brower, Adolph Brower pays £831 to the other heirs. 
The property consisted of a farm in Brooklyn called 
"Mill Hook" with mill and pond and stream formerly be- 
longing to Jeremiah Brower now deceased; and a piece 
of meadow called "Big Meadow" at Gowanus, Brooklyn, 
adjoining the road that leads to Brooklyn, bounded N.

The Smith Family Bible records published ante, Volume 
IX, pages 222-2-3, are identified as the Andrew Smith 
family of Hopewell, N.J., when collated with the follow- 
ing four evidences, and it thus appears that the first 
six nativities are children of Andrew Smith, Sr., the 
next eleven of his son, Andrew Smith, Jr., and wife Sarah 
Stout, and the last eight of his grandson, Timothy Smith 
and wife Jane Lott. 


1. Hopewell: February 28th 1702/3: Baptised by Mr. John Tal- 
bot: John & Ann children of Roger Parke. 
Thomas, Andrew, Elizabeth, Mary, Hannah, the children of 
Andrew Smith, ditto diem.

(Register of St. Mary's Church, Burlington, N. J., the 
first Church of England mission in west New Jersey, es- 
tablished 1702, published in Stillwell, Historical and 
Genealogical Miscellany, also, Publications of 
the Genealogical Society of Pennsylvania, 2:242. 


2. The will of Andrew Smith of Hopewell, Burlington Co., 
N. J., dated 16 Jan. 1703/4 and proved 7 Mar. 1703/h, 
names son Andrew Smith, daughters Elizabeth, Mary wife 
of William Scooley, and Sarah wife of John Parke; ap- 
points son Thomas Smith and daughter Elizabeth execu- 
tors.

The best account of Andrew Smith is in Ege, Pioneers 
of Old Hopewell, 1908, pages 114-115, but it can be noted 
that previously he lived some ten miles westward, where 
200 acres fronting on the Falls of Delaware River (mod- 
ern Trenton) were surveyed for him on 20 Jan. 1680/1 (N. 
J._Archives, 21:349). Probably he emigrated with the 
Yorkshire Friends by way of Burlington, N. J., although 
his name is not found as a member of the Society in the 
registers of either the Chesterfield or the Burlington 
Monthly Meetings of Friends, and he was one of the orig- 
inal members of the Hopewell Chapel of St. Mary's Church, 
as appears in item 1 above. 

The brief account of this family in Hale, History of 
the First Presbyterian Church of Pennington, N. J., 1876, 
and the similar one in Cooley, Genealogy of the Early 
Settlers of Trenton and Ewing, Old Hunterdon County,1&43, 
both confuse the progenitor Andrew Smith with his son,

‘ABIGAIL BUCK, WIFE OF NATHANIEL HARLOW 
AND MARY BUCK, WIFE OF ALLERTON CUSHMAN

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There has been gach conjecture as to the wife or the 
wives of Nathaniel< Harlow of Plympton, Mass.; whether 
she was "Miss" Abigail Buck as Plympton Vital Records 
seem to imply, or Abigail? Church, daughter of Nathaniel 
and Sarah (Barstow) Church, of which there is certainly 
proof in the settlement of her father's estate; and the 
real question is whether Harlow had two wives or whether 
Abigail Buck and Abigail Church may be identified as the 
same person. 

No record has been found of a marriage reading Abigail 
"Church" and Nathaniel Harlow in Scituate, Plympton or 
Plymouth records. However, many marriages were unrecord- 
ed. The quoted entry from Plympton Vital Records, read- 
ing "Miss" Abigail Buck, and "as appears by Plymouth Town 
Records" is misleading. The Plymouth Town Records render 
the name as "Abigail Buck" without the "Miss," hence the 
original record affords no indication as to whether she 
was maid or widow. The preface explains that entries in 
brackets in Plympton Vital Records, such as this Harlow- 
Buck marriage, were added by Lewis Bradford during his 
term of office as Town Clerk, 1812 to 1851. 

If Nathaniel Harlow had two wives named Abigail, then 
the first, Abigail "Buck" Harlow, must have died before 
March 5, 1707/8, when Abigail (Church) Harlow with her 
husband Nathaniel signed the settlement of her father's 
estate (Plymouth Probate Rec. 3:20). No record of such 
a death has been found. The "Abigail Harlow w. of Nath- 
aniel" who died "May 13, 1727, in her 64rd yr." as rec- 
orded in Plympton wes Abigail Church who was born Decem- 
ber 16, 1666, though the age at death is incorrectly fig- 
ured—she was in her 6lst year. 

A search for the parents of "Abigail Buck" revealed 
the paucity of entries in Scituate and Plymouth Colony 
vital records concerning the early Buck family. It is 
only by reading the probate and land records that the 
second generation can be traced. The earliest of the 
family were Lieutenant Isaac Buck and Cornet John Buck, 
probably brothers. Cornet John died in 1697 leaving a 
will in which he names his daughters and rrandchildren 
at Yarmouth. There is no Abigail in this family. 

Lieut. Isaac Buck died intestate in 1695, leaving a 
widow, Frances, and nine heirs. The several probate en- 
tries concerning his estate reveal the fact that he had 
nine children. The eldest son, Isaac@, died before his 
father, March 19, 1688, leaving a widow, Eunice (Turner) 
Buck, who married second, a Torrey; and e son, Isaac), 
and daughter, Margeret3, who had their father's double 
portion. A daughter, Abigail}, was born in 1685 but 
died in 1690. 

The son Joseph@ Buck: no record of birth, marriage or 
death has been found, but the estate records show that 
a ninth of his father's estate was set to his legal rep- 
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resentative. Joseph was living 1695 at the time of his 

father's death, but had died before the final settlement 
dated July 28, 1701. The name of his wife and names of 

his children, if any, are not revealed in the estate pa- 
pers. Abigail Buck could not heve been his widow, since 
he was living 1695, subsequent to the date of the Harlow 
marriere. 

The son Jonathan Buck: no record of his birth, mar- 
riere or death, but he was living 1695 when his father 
died. He was probebly unmarried. The final settlement 
of his father's estate, and the settlement of his own jin 
1705, show that his brothers and sisters shared his por- 
tion (Plymouth Probate Rec. 2:26, 57, 75, 9). 

The son Thomas© Buck died after his father but before 
July 28, 1701 (Ibid., 1:326; 2:2)), leaving sons nemed 
Thomes> and John2; a daughter vary) who married Francis 
Adams; and a daughter Abigaild, born Sept. 29, 1691, who 
married Narch 25, 1712, Samuel Litchfield. Thomas© had 
married Mary Turner about 1680. 

The son Benjamin@ Buck died after his father but be- 
fore Cct. 5, 1705, leaving one or more heirs. There is 
no record of his birth, marriage or death. His share 
was put into the hands of Job Otis, representing his le- 
geal heir. Abigail Buck who married Nathaniel Harlow in 
1691 could not have been his widow, since he died between 
1695 and 1705. 

The son James@ Buck, born July 17, 1665 (Scituate Vi- 
tal Records) is the only child whose birth record has 
been found. He died before his father leaving issue: 
"1/9th share to ye lewful representative of James Puck 
deceased"; no record of his merriege or death has been 
found, nor the name of his wife, but the final settle- 
ment of his father's estate and of his brother Jonathan's 
shows thet he left a daughter Mary who wes of legal age 
in 1705 and hence was born presumably by 16€7. James 
may have married by 1686, and there is a deed which shows 
he died 1689-90. If his widow's name was Abigail, she 
could have been the Abigail Buck who married Nathaniel 
Harlow in 1691. 

The daughters of Isaacl Buck according to the estate 
records were Elizabeth wife of Robert Whitcomb, Mehita- 
ble wife of Stephen Chittenden, Ruth wife of Joseph Car- 
rett, and Deborah wife of Henry Werritt. There was no 
daughter Abigail. If he hed had a daurhter Abigail who 
married Nathaniel Harlow in 1691, and if she had died 
before her father in 1695, her heir or heirs would have 
been mentioned as representing her share as were those 
of the sons who had died before the father or before the 
final settlement. 

Isaac end James died before their father, and all the 
sons were dead before the final settlement except Jona- 
than who died soon after. It was in the division of the 
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latter's estate or portion that the name of James's 
daughter is reveeled as Mary, who was then of age, as 
her. "sHare is now put into her possession." Previous to 
that, the records always speak of "the legal representa- 
tive of James." 

Vary?, the daughter of James“, should have been born 
by 1687 to have been of legal age in 1705. There is no 
record in Scituate of the daughter Mary's birth, marriage 
or death. James Buck left no will, and there is no pro- 
date record of an estate except in connection with his 
interest in his father's estate. However, there are two 
deeds recorded and from this source we may determine the 
approximate time of his death. He bourht property of 
Edward Wanton which was formerly the house and land of 
John Whistone, and mortgared it, Kay 14, 168), to Thomas 
Macomber for £22; witnesses, Samuel and Sarah Sprarue. 
On Jan. 18, 1689 (presumably 1689/90), Samuel Sprague 
before William Bradford, Deputy-Governor, made oath that 
he saw James Buck sign the indenture. It was recorded 
on Jan. 21, 1689/90, and on April &, 1690, Thomas Mecom- 
ber sold it to Joseph Coleman and Thomas Coleman. From 
this it is evident that James Buck died before Jan. 18, 
1689/90. (Plymouth Deeds, 31:181; 44:21.) 

Hence, if the widow of James was Abigail, she could 
be the Abigail Buck who married Nathaniel@ Harlow, March 
17, 1691. Nathaniel and Abigail Herlow settled in Plymp- 
ton, and it is significant that the only other Buck item 
in the records of Plympton at that period is the marriage 
of Mary Buck to Allerton Cushman. That this Mary was the 
daughter of James is proved by a deed (11:67) in which 
Allerton Cushman and his wife Mary sell to Thomas Buck 
two parcels of upland in Scituate, part of a lot of land 
formerly in possession of Lieut. Isaac Buck. The des- 
cription of these parcels identifies them as the share 
which wes alotted to Mary Buck in the division of her 
prandfather's estate. “lary Cushman, w. of Allerton, d. 
15 Dec. 1725 in her 47th yr." by Plympton records. That 
would make her born 1688-9. The age may not be quite 
accurate as stated; or she may have been put in posses- 
sion of her inheritance while under 18, but still not 
qualified to sell the real estate until 18 or married. 
In any event, her birth date must fall between 1687 and 
1689, and there is no question as to her identity. 

Abigail and Nathaniel Harlow named a son James, and 
that was not an early Harlow neme except in this partic- 
ular line. It was then common for a widow to name 4 son 
for her deceased husband, or a widower to name a daugh- 
ter for a deceased wife, if either married again. 

There is thus much circumstantial evidence to support 
the conclusion that James2 Buck married Abigail’ Church; 
that she was the mother of his daughter Mary Buck, wife 
of Allerton Cushman; and that she married second, Nathan- 
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jel2 Harlow, being his only wife and the mother of all 
his children. 

As for the cesignation "Miss" applied to Abigail in 
the late Plympton record entered by Lewis Bradford while 
Town Clerk, in the late eighteenth and early nineteenth 
century it implied respect rather than maidenhood, hence 
was sometimes applied to young widows. It cannot there- 
fore be used as an argument against the conclusions set 
forth above.

Dr. William Samuel Richards (1787-1852) was a native of New Lon- 
don, Conn., son of Col. William Richards (173-1825) of New London, 
who fought at Bunker Hill, by his wife Eunice Wells. He married 
first, 19 Sept. 1813, Isabella Mower, born Oct. 1791, eldest child 
of Samuel Parish and Jane (Felton) Mower of Barre, Mass., and later 
of Granville, Ohio. She died in 1821 and he married second, 1 Dec. 
1823, Tryphena Bushne]1. He settled as a physician in Granville, 
Ohio, where he practiced until his death. 

By his first wife, Dr. Richards had children: 
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i. Henry L. (Rev.), b. 22 July 181 (see Accouchments). 
ii. Mary Ann Mower, b. 1816 (not on accouchment list); m. 
Virgil Hillyer of Jersey City, N.J.

The Accouchment List, of course, must form only a part of the 
professional records of Dr. Richards, but this particular list came 
down through his daughter, Mrs. Hillyer (above) to her great-grand- 
son, Joseph Hillyer Brewer, President of Olivet College, and reached 
us through the good offices of John Insley Coddington of Arlington, 
Virginia. It will be noted that the earlier records are not dated; 
when Dr. Richards began dating the entries in 1818, he also changed 
the order of the names. Before that time, he entered the surname 
first, but beginning then he entered the given name first, followed 
by the surname, The names are obviously those of the parents. The 
numbers at the right show the number of births, and it will be seen 
that he started off with a bang by delivering triplets. It is un- 
fortunate that except for his own daughter Isabella he did not en- 
ter the names of children born, but the list is of value in showing 
the names of families living in Licking County near Granville in the 
early decades of the last century.

WHITE-LEGGATT-TILLEY-HOWLAND 
By Bertha L. Benn, of Hartford, Conn. 


In the Howland Quarterly for April, 196, Vol. X, No. 
A, is the positive statement that Catherine White mar- 
ried first, George Leggatt, and had a daughter Cather- 
ine; thet after the death of Georrse Legratt the widow 
Catherine married John Carver, later first governor of 
Plymouth; also that the daughter Catherine Leggatt mar- 
ried John Tilley and had a daughter, Elizabeth Tilley, 
born in England in 1606. 

This date of 1606 is the only date given, and no ref- 
erence or authority whatever is given for these state- 
ments. 

The Pastor of the Pilgrims, by Walter H. Burgess, 
1920, gives the children of Alexander and Eleanor (mith) 
White as Charles, Thomes, Koger who married Eleanor 
Wales, Edward; and daughters Catherine, below; Bridget 
wife of Rev. John Kobinson; Jane who married Ralph Tick- 
ens; and Frances who married Francis Jessup. 

Will of Alexander White dated at Stourton le fteeple 
March 15, 159), named son Charles; young sons Thomes, 
Roger and Edward. Daughters Catherine, Bridget, Jane 
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and Frances, money when they are twenty-one. Will 
proved May 6, 1596. 

Will of Eleanor (Smith) White dated at Stourton le 
Steeple April 7, 1599, named son Charles, he to be ad- 
ministrator; young sons, Thomas, Roger and Edward; 
daughter daughters Bridget, Janie and Irances. 
"To my sonne Leggatt and wife £10 and to their daughter 
Marie £10 for her best advantage when she comes to are 
of 10." 

The will of Elizabeth (Tilley) Howland states, "I, 
Elizabeth Howland of Swanzey, being 80 years old" [May- 
flower Descendant, 2:70]. Dated Dec. 16, 1687, that 
would meke her born about 1607. 

The Pastor of the Pilgrims states that Catherine 
White and George Leggatt were merried soon after the 
death of her father. That seems clear from the fact 
that she wes unmarried when her father made his will 
(159, proved 1596) and the further fact that she was 
married and had ea daughter Mary when her mother made 
her will in 1599. Note that no daughter Catherine was 
mentioned, only a daughter Mary Leggatt, in the 1599 
will. But even if the Leggatts were married in 1596, 
the year Alexander White died, and even if they had a 
daughter Cetherine born in 1597, though there is not 
the slightest evidence there ever was such a daughter, 
then this suppositionel daughter would have been but 
ten years of age in 1607 when Elizabeth Tilley was born. 
An? it seems quite reasonable to doubt that Catherine 
White became a grandmother within eleven years of her 
marriage. 

Dr. Azel Ames in his Log of the Meyflower, 1901, pege 
172, suggests there may have been some connection be- 
tween John Carver and John Howland. But whoever the 
wife of John Tilley and mother of his daughter Elizabeth 
(Tilley) Howland may have been, she surely was not a 
daughter of Catherine (White) Leggatt. 


FEPERCUSSIONS 


Devotees of genealogy have become used to ridicule 
of their favorite topic in newspaper jokes, radio witti- 
cisms and occasional magazine articles. They laugh 
when the jibes are really clever, and shrug resignedly 
when they are not. However, in the August 23, 196, 
issue of Collier's an article appeared which was so 
sneering in tone and so packed with misinformation that 
I felt some of the most misleading statements should be 
corrected. I promptly dispatched the following letter 
to the editors. No acknowledgment was ever received 
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and, although I watched succeeding issues for many 
weeks, I saw no part of my letter published in the 
columns devoted to letters from readers, nor have I 
seen any retraction of the grosser misstatements made 
in the article. My letter is published herewith. 


Dear Sirs: 


Seldom have I seen an erticle containing so much mis- 
information as James Dugsn set forth in "How to Have 
Ancestors" (August 23d). Genealogy is primarily a hobby 
and as such is quite as useful as most hobbies. A sa- 
tirical article could be written about any hobby, as for 
instance about the devotees of cross-word puzzles madly 
searching for words which no one ever uses, or philatel- 
ists madly scrambling to outbid each other for silly 
bits of paper. “All the world is mad, my masters." 
Those who search for ancestors receive at least some 
cultural rewards, and they learn more about American 
history than Mr. Dugan has managed to acquire. The 
Revolution lasted eight years, not seven. 

It is false that the D. A. R. "charitably overlooks 
mistakes in tracing the family line." Mistakes have 
been made, but most of them were caused by ignorance, 
and isn't Mr. Dugan a bit reckless in dubbing the maker 
of such a mistake an "impostor"? A hog reeve was not 
just any keeper of pigs, but a petty town official, and 
voters were careful to elect to any town or state office 
only men who were in good patriotic standing. 

I question that the surneme of George Apley means 
"at the meadow” unless in some specific case it was a 
corruption of Atley. But if the name was Welsh, as Mr. 
Dugan asserts, the syllable "ap" means "son of." 

Here is the most laughable sentence in an article 
which was intended, somewhat too obviously, to throw 
the readers into stitches: "Genealogists must be very 
careful about putting such discoveries in a lineage 
book because they can be sued by all the descendants 
who want to profit by Great-great-great-grandma's frail- 
ty." The facts of history are not libelous. Alexander 
Hamilton was born out of wedlock and the fact has been 
stated in many histories and in all modern biographies 
of thet great man. The dead cannot be injured, hence 
in a general sense they cannot be libeled; and a true 
Statement, even about a living person, is seldom libel- 
ous unless malice (the intent to injure) enters into 
the picture. If Mr. Dugan is dispensing free legal ad- 
vice, he might first of all have advised himself against 
putting into print such items as the following: 

"D. A. R. members do not like to be reminded that 
most of them with military ancestors are descended from 
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paupers." This needless slur on the soldiers of the 
Revolution is false. There was no general Pension Act 
until 1818, and at that date most of the veterans were 
over sixty years old. So many applied that in 1820 a 
property limitation was required to make the veteran 
eligible and many of those who had been granted pensions 
were dropped from the rolls because they had too much 
property to qualify. Many of those who continued to 
draw pensions were poor, but few were paupers. The term 
could be applied with as much—or as little—justice to 
those who were "on relief" during the recent depression. 
If misfortune is something to be sneered at, why limit 
the sneers to the pensioned ancestors of the D. A. R., 
without whose efforts and sacrifices there would be no 
United States of America? 

Mr. Dugen also states that the D. A. R. "must estab- 
lish eligibility by showing a name on a Revolutionary 
pension roll." Wrong again. There is no such require- 
ment, though pension files are among the acceptable doc- 
umentary sources. Descendants of veterans too well off 
to obtain pensions, of veterans whose length of service 
was not sufficient to answer the requirements of the 
pension acts, and of the numerous soldiers who had died 
before the first Pension Act of 1818 was passed, obvi- 
ously have to prove the service by reference to muster 
rolls, pay rolls, and other contemporary records. 

But why continue? I am amazed that Collier's would 
accept and publish an article containing such flagrant 
inaccuracies and such flippant references to the fathers 
of the Republic.

“MARY (GRIFFIN) WILSON 


Yrs. Albert H. Chase in a recent article (ante, pages 
49-50) showed that the Winchell Genealogy and the 191 
Register of the Society of Colonial Wars erred in making 
Mary Griffin the wife of both David Winchell and Samel 
Wilson; that Winchell's only wife was Elizabeth Filley; 
and that Mary Griffin belonged to Samuel Wilson; and she 
advised caution in accepting the date of death (23 June 
1728) assigned in the Register to Wilson's wife, since 
it was actually the date of death of Winchell's wife. 

Mrs. William P. Allen of Winsted, Conn., calls atten- 
tion to records which indicate that Mary (Griffin) Wil- 
son died early in 1734/5. Manwaring's Digest (1:598) 
gives estate records of Samuel Willson o ndsor who 
died 3 Aug. 1697; widow Mary named and children with 
ages: Elizabeth (2), Mery (22), Abigail (13), John (11), 
Samuel (5) and Mindwell (1 1/2); on 7 March 1700 we read; 
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"Mary, the Relict of Samuel Willson, now the wife of 
Anthony Hoskins sen." 

Manwering' Digest (3:168) gives estate records of 
Mary Hoskins of Windsor. Inventory taken 25 Feb. 174/5. 
Fer will, dated 1) July 1716, proved ) March 174l,/5, 
named “my five children, John, Samuel, Elizabeth, Mary 
and Abigeil." These are the same children who were 
named in the records of Samuel Wilson's estate, except 
for Mindwell, who seems to haves died; and she also men- 
tions each child separately, as "eldest son" John Wil- 
son, Samuel Wilson, Mary Filley, Elizabeth Wilcoks, and 
Abigail Alford. This fixés the approximate date of 
Mary's death.

He 
may have gone first to Long Island, N. Y., as he is said 
to have gone to Nine Partners from Long Island and to 
Ancestry, 2:70). John Lapham's name appears a number of 
times in Records of the Friends' Monthly Meetings at Ob- 
long and Nine Partners, N. ¥.; in 1757 and 1758 under 
"Sufferings of Friends" which would indicate that he was | 
subject to some persecution ("Old Northwest" Genealogi- 
cal Quarterly, 3:110). "John Lapham and wife" are men- 
tioned at Nine Partners as late as 4d month 1760; the 
Lapham Account states she died "1760 odd." His second 
marriage is given in Nine Partners Friends! Records as; 
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"John Lapham of Nine Partners and Rachel White of Nine

Wilbore (Wilbour, 
Wilbur) and his first wife, Ann (Smith) Wilbore, were in 
Boston, Mass., by 1633; he became a follower of Anne 
Hutchinson, a founder of Aquidneck (Portsmouth), R.I., 
and a signer of the Portsmouth Compact. Although the 
authors of The Wildbores of America (2d Edition, 1943, 
by J. R. Wilbor and B. F. Wilbour) list William among 
the children of Samuell Wilbore, as William¢, they ex- 
plain that they do so because he mey have been brought 
up in Samuel's family, as his son, although he was not 
his son but probably his nephew.

Thomas Lephem was admitted freeman at Smithfield, l 
Feb. 1734; was Deputy to the General Court almost con- 
tinuously from 1747 to 1752; was appointed a Commission- 
er to run a boundary in 1750; and was Judge of the Court 
of Common Pleas, 1750-60 and 1763-6. His will, made 
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17 Aug- 1775, is recorded at Smithfield; in it he left 
£33 "unto my three grandsons David Whipple, Job Whipple 
and Ephraim Whipple to be + eg divided between them." 
(Probate Records, Smithfield, 1769-97, pp. 392-3; for 
the Whipple connection, see his daughter Silvia, below.) 

It was the opinion of S. F. Peckham that Thomas Lap- 
ham moved from Dartmouth to Smithfield soon after his 
marriege in 1730. He settled in the Blackstone Valley 
where he built his first house near the village of Al- 
bion. In 1766 he built another house on the high land 
nearly a mile and a half due west of Mannville. This 
was a large two-story house typical of that period and 
locality and is still (197) standing. In his will he 
left this property, his Homestead Farm, to his son, 
Augustus Lapham, who lived there until his death in 
1828. Ina field back of this house is an old Lapham 
Burying Ground where Thomas and his wife are undoubted- 
ly buried. There are some twenty stones, but, as was 
the custom among Friends, few of them are marked. Among 
those marked are the stones of David, Abigail and Lillis 
the three children of Thomas who died in November, 1753. 

S. F. Peckham writes: "The Laphams mst have owned a 
large tract of land west of Mannville and Albion. Here 
he [Thomas Lapham] carried on large farming operations, 
was clerk of the Friends' Meeting and later an Elder... 
Whether he assisted in organizing the Smithfield Upper 
Friends! Meeting at Union Village, now a part of Woon- 
socket, I know not, but it is quite certain he was very 
active in organizing the Smithfield Lower Meeting near 
Lonsdale which has been calied the 'Old Friends' Meet- 
ing House for more than a century."

Arnold gives this mar- 
riage: "Cashaba Lapham and Josiah Wilcocks, Oct. 16, 
1760." A careful reading of the original record shows 
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the names to be: Jeriah wilcoks and bashaba Lanham" 
married "October ye 16th 1760" (Records of Births, 
and Deaths, Smithfield, R. I., 1725-1820, 
p. 16). 

The Lapham Account states that Bathsheba Lapham mar- 
ried "a son of Stephen Wilcox of Dartmouth." There 
were two Stephen Wilcoxes in Dartmouth at this time. 
Stephen? Wilcox (Naniel4, Daniel3, Daniel¢, Edward) 
of Dartmouth, b. 28 May 1707, m. Mary Ricketson and 
had a son, Jirah. Students of the Wilcox family state 
he is identical with "Tiler" Wilcox who married, 17 
Oct. 1760, Deborah Russell. Stephen4 Wilcox (Stephen3, 
Daniel@, Edwardl) of Dartmouth, b. 10 Jan. 1707/8, m. 
Mary Thomas. ‘Three daughters born to them are record- 
ed in Dartmouth. Perhaps they had other children, one 
of whom may have been the Jirah Wilcox who married 
Bathsheba Lapham. This Wilcox family belonged to the 
Society of Friends as did the Lavhams,. 

Jirah and Bathsheba (Lapham) Wilcox lived at Gloces- 
ter, #.I., where Jira Wilcox was listed as a resident 
in the Census of 177 and in that of 1790. But for 
Some years after their marriage they seem to have 
lived in Uxbridge, Mass. Four of their children, as 
named in the Lapham Account, are recorded in Uxbridge 
Friends' Records, with one other not given in the Ac- 
count. The Lapham Account quoted by the writer calls 
this son, Josiah; S. F. Peckham calls him, Jirah; In- 
crease A, Lapham calls him, Jerah. In the Uxbridge. 
Records he is given as, Augustus. In his will, made 
in 1775, Thomas} Lapham gives "unto my Daughter Bath- 
sheba Wilcox that Piece of Land that I now own adjoin- 
ing to the land where on She now Dwells in Glocester."

He critically con- 
siders the English or continental origins, alleged or 
actual, and when the ancestry can be traced abroad with 
proper documentation, he includes extensive data which 
show wide acquaintance with European sources. An exam- 
ple of that is the ancestry of Mary Cogen, wife of Roger 
Ludlow, embodying new material obtained from sources 
almost unknown to the average American genealogist. The 
book is mimeographed, and the edition is extremely small. 
It is a pity that so important a work cannot have wider 
distribution.

“OVIATT MARRIAGES IN TRING, HERTFORDSHIRE 


In an article (ante, vol. 10, p. 31) on the English 
origin of Thomas Oviatt of Milford, Conn., appeared what 
purported to be complete marriage entries from the par- 
ish registers of Tring, co. Hertford, in the period 1600 
to 1640. Only three marriages were given, and these 
were uncertainly read as to name and date. Mr. S. Allyn 
Peck of Watch Hill, R. I., sends the following seven mar- 
riage entries from a microfilm of Phillimore's Ms. copy 
of these registers:

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‘FENN OF MILFORD, CONN. 


The following Fenn charts are based in large measure 
on the notebooks of George Clarke Bryant of Ansonia, 
Conn., whose death in August, 19]:7, was a serious loss 
to New England genealogy. For the Milford branches he 
had covéred vital, church, probate and lend records. I 
have added matter in my files from Plymouth inscriptions 
and Waterbury probate records and other sources. Most 
of the relationships and dates shown may be understood 
as positively proved, the remaining few as extremely 
probable. The Edward Fenn family of Wallingford, Conn., 
had no known connection with the Milford family, but 
oddly enough, the two families intermarried in Plymouth. 

The second wife of the first Benjamin Fenn was named 
Ward according to the marriage record, but her will 
proves that she was born a Wood. 

By use of the chart form, a great deal of information 
can be condensed into small space and presented graphic- 
ally. English publications have made greater use of the 
chart method than American genealogies have done, and 
reports made by the College of Heralds are often in this 
form. However, our inclusion of the Fenn charts herein 
is doubly experimental. First, to see whether hand- 
printed charts can be reduced in size by the lithoprint- 
ing process clearly enough for easy reading and under- 
standing. Second, to ascertain whether the reader re- 
sponse is favorable. 

Although so much information can be given in limited 
spece, the basic evidences for lines of descent cannot 
be included. But it is a fact that few printed genealo- 
gies include the full record evidence, or even detailed 
references, for a majority of the facts stated. To do 
so, in any sizable genealogy, would greatly expand the 
size of the book or length of the article, and increase 
the cost to the publisher and hence to the purchaser of 
the book or periodical. And even when the evidences are 
included, the compiler nevertheless has to draw on his 
own judgment and experience in the interpretation of the 
evidence and in its collation to form a connected pedi- 
gree. 

Hence, while we expect to continue to publish critic- 
al articles and studies of specific problems, showing 
how to analyze records and to derive legitimate conclu- 
sions from them, we think it will be useful to print 
from time to time condensed pedigrees of the early gen- 
erations of colonial families, provided only that they 
are arranged by capable compilers and based on a con- 
siderable study of primary record sources. Whether the 
chert form is best for this purpose, we can decide bet- 
ter after trying the present experiment. -D.L.J. 
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
